DAISY HOPKINS. 


A COURT CASE WHICH RECALLS ONE OF DICK- 
ENS’ CREATIONS. 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The case of the young 
Daisy Hopkins, who was recently imprisoned 
by the chancellor of the university for vio- 
lating one of the rules of the institution, will 
recall to the minds af the readers of Dickens’ 
novels the case so aptly described in ‘‘Bleak 
House’’ of the famous ward in. Chancery. 
Fortunately for Daisy public opinion is of 
a more inguiring and progressive character 
at the present day than when Dickens de- 
scribed the trials and tribulations of a ward 
in chancery. Friends at once employed 
legal counsel who obtained the release of the 
girl from prison by means of a writ of habeas 
corpus and had hercase presented beforea 
court, which decided that it was not a highly 
criminal offense fora young lady to takea 
stroll with a University man. Taking every- 
thing into consideration outsiders will be, 
in view of this decision, disposed to 
admit that England manifests a  de- 
sire to keep up with the progress of 
the times. As a further proof of this 
fact, the recent decision by the State courts 
in New York, in the Tilden will case, has been 
a subject of a good deal of comment here. In 
regard to that matter Henry Labouchere says 
in Truth: ‘*The late Mr. Tilden was singularly 
unfortunate in losing the Presidency of the 
United States through a trifling circumstance 
and his ill-luck seems to have pursued him to 
the grave inasmuch as all the courts have 
just upset his will which he drew himseif 
with great care, and have thus defeated the 
consummation of one of his cherished plans. 
This case affords another warning against 
the folly of amateur will-making when com- 
plicated trusts have to be arranged for.’’ 


LONDON TO INDIA, 


SIR EDWARD WATKIN’S RAILWAY SCHEME RE- 
VIVED—GENERAL FOREIGN, 

LONDON, Dec. 12.—The project of a railway 
between London and India, which was sug- 
gested notlong ago by Sir Edward Watkin, 
will in view of the recent news from India 
receive perhaps a large share of attention. 
The chief feature of this scheme was that 
railway trains from the European side should 
be transported on pontoons across the 
Mediterranean in the neighborhood of 
Algiers, and then run upon a line along the 
northern coast. But this was regarded as 
altogether impracticable and was aban- 
doned. A latter and more plausible scheme 
is the proposal to utilize the present route 
between London and Constantinople. 
A high Turkish official has re- 
cently been in London in conference 
with prominent financiersin regard to ex- 
tending the Ottoman Railway through Persia 
so as to connect with a system of railways in 
India. Itis stated upon good authority that 
the neccessary concessions for this extension 
have already been obtained from the Porte, 
and that the enterprise will be rapid)y pushed 
through to completion. 


EGYPT'S COTTON CROP. 

CATRO, Dec. 12.—The official reports state 
that the cotton cropin Egypt for this year is 
the largest produced in the country, and will 
be at least 10 per cent more than last year’s 
crop. Unfortunately the Egyptian market is 
so low that the abundance of the crop will do 
little benefit to the small farmers. 


AUSTRIAN AFFAIRS. 

VIENNA, Dec.12.—Some interesting informa- 
tion is made public in Vienna in regard to 
public works and other internal improve- 
ments, which are estimated to cost 86,000,000 
florins, whilst the proposed enlargement 
of the Danube Canal will cost 10,000,000 more. 
The plans forthe Metropolitan railWays are 
severely criticised by the press, because, as 
they claim, the proposed system is recom- 
mended solely with reference to strategetic 
requirements without any consideration 
whatever of public convenience. 


FUNDS FOR BATTENBERG. 
Soria, Dec. 12.—The Sobranje to-day voted 
to grant to Prince Alexander of Battenberg 
the sum of £2,000 yearly. 


HUNGARY SUSPICIOUS. 

BupA PESTH, Dec. 12.—The Hungary press 
objects to the German convention with the 
United States. Strong language is used about 
the ‘‘disillusioning’’ of Austria and Hungary 
as tothe advantage they will derive from the 
Zoliverein. Hungary expected a monopoly 
of the German corn trade and now fears that 
the same facility will be extended to Russia. 
This distrust in Hungary is held to account 
for the desire shown in Austria to hasten the 
commercial treaties throughout the Relichs- 
rath 


LIEUTENANT-GOVEROR OF MANITOBA. 

NEw YORK, : Dec. 12.—Hon. J. C. Schultz, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Manitoba, is lll 
here.

REMAINS OF DOM PEDRO. 

LisBon, Dec. 12.—The body of the late ex- 
Emperor Dom Pedroof Brazil arrived in this 
city to-day, and was received with royal 
honors. The King of Portugal and chief offi- 
cers of state were at the railway station 
awaiting the arrival of the distinguished 
dead. Itis stated that the Republican Goyv- 
ernment of Brazil has made a formal offer to 
provide for the interment with suitable 
honors, in Rio Janeiro, of the remains of 
the ex-Emperor and ex-Empress, provided 
the family so desire. 


PRINCE BISMARCK.

British Conservatives Refuse to 
Be Whipped Into Line. 


Local Government for Ireland the Cause 
of a Serious Rupture. 


BALFOUR’S BILL WILL FAIL OF PASSAGE 
IN PARLIAMENT. 


A General Election Must Come Soon— 
“One Man, One Vote,” the New Politi- 
cal Watchword in Rural England—How 
Lord Dufferin’s AppointmentIs Re- 
ceived—Minister Lincoln’s Jaunt Over 
the Continent—London Topics. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—It can be said on the au- 
thority of a leading Conservative member of 
Parliament that the revolt of the Conserva- 
tives on the question of Irish local govern- 
ment, which has now grown formidable, 
causes the gravest concern in Conservative 
official quarters, and itjwill undoubtedly have 
a direct effect in the programme ofthe next 
session of Parliament. 

Itisanentire mistaketo suppose that the 
majority of the ministers are really enthusi- 
astic about the Irish local government ques- 
tion. On the contrary, if they telt them- 
selves free to act as they pleased they would 
almost to a man cheerfully agree to 
shelve the question until after the general 
election. Thisis no morea matter of sur- 
mise,as over and over again the leading mem- 
bers of the Cabinet have expressed this feel- 
ing incOnversation with §Jparliamentary sup- 
porters of the Government, and the outside 
pressure must have been very great to induce 
them to come to the decision to promise to 
give the billa first place on the programme 
of the next session. At the same time the 
extent of the feeling on the subject in Con- 
servative ranks has been entirely underesti- 
mated. 

It was well-known that the Ulster mem- 
bers were strongly adverse to any measure 
of the kind, and their opposition would have 
to be reckoned with. Quite recently active 
communications on the subject have passed 
between the Uister members and the Gov- 
ernment, the upshot of which has beena 
common recognition of the fact that a 
friendly understanding before the details of 
the bill were made known and probably 
after—was out of the question. But 
how widesvread the opposition was in the 
Conservative ranks generally was certainly 
not realized until common rumor asserts 
positively that the ‘*Revolt’’ now receives 
direct encouragement from the highest offi- 
cial quarters. 

Not to mince phrases, the same influences 
which defeated the claims of one of the Lib- 
eral-Unionist leaders, the Right Hon. 
George J. Goschen, Chencellor of 
the Exchequer, to the leadership of 
the House of Commons and established Mr. 
Balfour therein, are at work to secure the 
Conservative party from the detested 
**Liberal-Unionist dictation.’’ In fact, the 
anti-local government party at the Conserva- 
tive clubs is almost identical in its composi- 
tion with the active ‘‘Balfour’’ party, which 
made its Influence felt afterthe death of the 
Rt. Hon. Wm. Henry Smith, The al- 
most universal opinion in Conservative circles 
isnow thatthe bill cannever be passed in 
the present Parliament and that the Bir- 
mingham vote on the question has donea 
great deal toincrease the probability of an 
early general election. The fact is the ‘‘Re- 
volt’’ isnot confinedto thelrish question. 
There are other points on the programme,re- 
cently sketched by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
which are equally unpopularand rebellions 
of this kind are apt to spread rapidly. 

It is really less a movement of conservative 
feeling against the Irish local government 
than a movement of conservative feeling 
against the whole democratic policy adopted 
by the Government in obedience to Liberal- 
Unionist pressure, and to people who know 
what the feeling has been among the rank 
ana file of Conservatives ever since the pas- 
sage of the free-education billit is a matter 
of astonishment that it has not come to a 
head before. Lord Salisbury, at all events, 
cannot complain that he has not had ample 
warning from influential supporters. 

One of the most cheering incidents in con- 
nection with the welfare of Ireland is the se- 
lection by the McCarthyites of Sir Charles 
Gavan Duffy for the Parliamentary division 
of Monaghan. Sir Charles isthe man of all 
others whose assistance and counsel 
must prove of value in the com- 
ing constitutional readjustments. As Prime 
Minister of Victoria he aequired exper- 
ience in affairs beyond what any other prom- 
inent Irish Nationalist can lay claim to; and, 
although no longer young, he is vigorous and 
fresh minded and full of projects to meet 
emergencies. A wider question is suggested 
by thisevent. Sir Charles himself has more 
than once called attention to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s unfortunate oversight in 1886 by 
which he ignored the opinion of leading Irish 
Nationalists outside the Parliamentary par- 
ty and took the opinion of Mr. Parnell as the 
ultimatum of Irish Nationalists. This blun- 
der will not occuragain in the new Home 
Rule crisis. Dublin officials will have to be 
men insympathy with Home Rule aspira- 
tions. Itseemsto give general satisfaction 
that Lord Dufferin won the ambassadorship 
to Paris.

SHOWN MARKED ATTENTION ON HIS TOUR— 
LONDON TOPICS.

Mary Wholnoch, the most im- 
portant churchinthecity after St. Paul’s, 
wrote a letter to the Times,in which he stated 
that nearly 8,000 bodies were buried in the 
church yard and underneath the church, and 
that many of those bodies which were only a 
few feet below the floor ofthe building were 
still partially covered with flesh and that the 
condition of the whole churchyard was a 
most serious menace to the health of the 
city.

NEW OCEAN STEAMERS. 


WORK ON NEW BIG CUNARDERS PUSHED IN THE 
CLYDE SHIP YARDS. 

GLASGOW, Dec. 12.—Anh American ship- 
builder who has been spending two weeks 
visiting the large shipyards on the Clyde says 
the work is pushed with all possible speed. 
The firstof the new Cunarders isthe Prog- 
ress. The second vessel is somewhat back- 
ward, owing todelay in securing materials. 
Nevertheless, one vessel has her bottom 
framingall onand several side forms -up, 
also some upper deck beams across. It is ex- 
pected this ship will be fully in frame soon 
after Jan. 1, after which progress 
will be more rapid than ever. 
This builder says all the bi g shipyards are 
busier now than they have been for years. 
The Peninsula Oriental Co,have seven steam- 
ships building, making a totai registered ton- 
nage of 35,200 tons. <All these new steam- 
ships will be larger than any which the com- 
pany now owns. Everything goes to show 
that both the Inman and White Star lines are 
negotiating to build boats to rival the new 
Cunarders, In fact, they must either build 
or abandon fast salling competition for traf- 
fic to the Chicago Exposition. 

But little idea can be formed as yet of the 
immense size of these new Cunarders,though 
their displacement when light is quoted at 
14,000 tons and their displacement when 
loaded and ready for sea will be at least 
19,500 tons. Oomparing the City of Paris or 
the Teutonic with the new Cunarders Is like 
comparing the Servia with the Teutonic, or 
even 4 greater disparity. It is an open secret

CLAIM MADE THAT HE WAS WARNED

Extradition Papers Hastened to Catch 
the Fleeing Man-—Clear Case of Per- 
jury Against Him—History of His Le- 
gal Entanglements With Gladys 
Evelyn—The St. John Divorce Case. 


London, Dec. 12.—Scotland Yard is now 
trying to find out who blabbed that Hurlburt 
had escaped them. Detective Baker cabled 
last night his bird had flown before he ar- 
rived inNew York, though Scotland Yard 
claims to have information that he was there 
when the Teutonic sailed Sept. 3. Two re- 
ports have been received here as to Hurl- 
burt’s place of refuge. Oneofthem says he 
sailed @for Rome under an assumed name. 
This seems scarcely possible, because 
the outward steamers were watched 
from the day the secret warrant was 
issued. The second report, which is proba- 
bly correct, says Hurlburtisin Mexico. At 
all events, Scotland Yard admits Baker’s 
mission is a failure, and that the timely hint 
given to Hurlburt from this side has deprived 
them of the giory of making a noteworthy 
capture. This was the first time under the 
new extradition treaty that the arrest ofa 
man was asked foron a charge of perjury, 
and never was acase of perjury considered 
more complete or more sure to result in con- 
viction. The fact that Hurlburt is nowa 
fugitive from justice indicates clearly 
enough he knows whatcan be proved against 
him, andthat the Wilfred Murray jig is up. 
Seven years of penal servitude is the mintl- 
mum penalty 

THE PAPERS. 

Upon further inquiry your correspondent 
finds that Henry White, as charge d’affaires 
of the Ameriean Legation, did nothing to 
elther accelerate or retard the extradition 
papers, except to comply with the request of 
the Foreign Office to give the matter more 
prompt attention than is usually necessary 
in such cases. His opinion was not asked on 
the merits of the case, nor was he requested 
to do anything more than legalize the extra- 
dition warrants, as required by law. The 
reason for haste was a hope that Baker could 
catch the Umbria last Saturday week, but he 
missed it. Newsof the extradition warrant 
against Hurlburt Is common talk now among 
people whoknow what is goingon and several 
men express the opinion that certain mem- 
bers of the Government do not share the 
anxiety professed by Scotiand Yard for his 
capture. They think the Government will 
rest satisfied if it can keep Hurlburt out of 
this country and seal his lips by placarding 
him before the world as a fugitive from jus- 
tice. Ofcourse, on the face of things, the 
Government can claim it did everything in 
its power to secure Hurlburt’s arrest, even 
to sending a special man to New York, but 
that their plans were defeated Dy a hint 
cabled from this side. if Hurlburt is not 
caught, even this plausible excuse will not 
evade inquiry. Parllament will be far more 
rigid than inthe Lord Arthur Somerset case. 
The Irish members have a most cordial hatred 
for Hurlburt since he wrote his book on 
coercion and will let no opportunity slip for 
the fullest investigation. The question nat- 
urally arises, why some of the evidence on 
which the government now relies to convict 
Hurlburt of perjury, if they cancatch him, 
was not produced atthe time of thetrial, or 
even hinted at in Glady Evelyn’s subsequent 
appearance fora new trial. The only answer 
given to this by men who assume to speak in 
defense of the government is that Hurlburt’s 
true iniquity was not revealed until after his 
departure for America, and thatit was only 
after they had time to investigate his Wilfred 
Murray defense step by step thatthey saw 
how cleverly it was constructed. 

A CLEAR CASE CLAIMED. 

It is impossible for your correspondent to 
ascertain precisely what information Is con- 
tainedin the Government’s indictment of 
Hurlburt but people in a position to know ail 
about it say that there is not the glightest 
doubt of conviction if they can get him. 
Perjury is specified in three separate instan- 
ces about his associations with Evelyn. De- 
tectives were sent on his trail In France, 
Belgium and Switzerland, and came back 
with voluminous reports. It appears from 
them that he was accustomed to pay liber- 
ally for his debauchery when he 
had money and it was not until 
his funds failed him that his troubles with 
women began. He had exposed himself to 
demands for almost unlimited pecuniary 
contributions. One woman in London, 
whose affidavit largely figures In the indict- 
ment upon which the warrant was based, 
admitted to having demanded $5,000 hush 
mopey atthe time of the trial and getting 
most ofit. She knew Hurlburt as Wilfred 
Murray. Another woman who figures in 
these affidavits is Emeline Herbert, who 
could not be found in London at the time of 
the trial, though letters were read from her 
in court showing that she had been here just 
previous to the trial begging Hurlburt for 
more money. She knew Hurlburt as Col. Rus- 
sell and says she was intimate with him five 
years. These women all produce letters ob- 
viously written by the same hand asthe 
famous Wilfred Murray letters and very 
much inthe sametenor. The letters are de- 
clared by experts to be in the same hand as 
business letters signed by Hurlburt and 
which are knownto have been written by 
him. However, it Hurlburt is caught and 
brought here on a —e of poseeey e@ can- 
not be triedon any other charge. Nothing 
that he wrote in the Wilfred Murray letters 
can be used against him except as going to 

rove perjury. Ifthe government wishes to 

ring up cther offenses Huriburt is entitled 
to seven clear days in which to leave the 
country. 
FORMER PROCEEDINGS, 

The former case of the actress, Giadys 
Evelyn, against Mr. Hurlburt was tried be- 
fore Justice Cave and a special jury in Lon- 
don in June last. The action was brought by 
Miss Evelyn for alleged breach of promise of 
marriage. After a trial lasting seven days,a 
verdict was rendered for the defendant, and 
the appeal was dismissed with cost. The de- 
fense rested on the existence of a man who 
called himself Wilfred Murray, and who, 
Mr. Hurlburt said, had been for many years 
his private secretary. The only’ evi- 
dence of the existence of any such person as 
Wilfred Murray wasa couple of letters, dated 
many years back, which bore that si ture, 
and the statement of a servant and club 
porter that Mr. Hurlburt had received oc- 
easional visits from a person who 
himself Rollings.

Miss St. John was this morning called in re- 
buttal. She denied going with Cohen (the co- 
respondent in the divorce proceedings Insti- 
tuted by Mr. Marius against Miss St. John) to 
a house In the Wellington road. She had not 
committed adultery with Cohen there or at 
any other place. Her husband was with her 
throughout the day and night it was alleged 
she was with Cohen.

CHINA 


The Czar’s Government Intriguing for « 
Secret Treaty Establishing a Protec 
torate—The Chinese Representative’s 
Threat Stops Negotiations—How the 
Great Power cf the North Has Grad- 
ually Extended Her Power. 


VIENNA, Dec. 12.—The position held by 
Corea in the politics of the East, and the 
deep interest manifested in the future of thig 
peninsula by Great Britain, Russia, China 
and Japan is beginning to be the principal 
topic in diplomatic circles in Europe. The 
alarming reports that have been telegraphed 
from Shanghaiand San Francisco this week 
have been somewhat confused in character, 
and all that has appeared quite clearly in the 
dispatches from Shanghalis that some re- 
cent movements by Russia, orin connection 
with Russia, are believed by some persons in 
authority in Corea to portend danger from 
that country, and that the result is general 
dismay and confusion. One of the reports is 
that Russia is preparing todeclarea protect- 
orate over Corea, and that Port Hamilton hag 
been selected by the Russians as a naval sta- 
tion. Although the facts cannot be exactly 
stated, it can be sald on excellent authority 
what they are believed to be by the repre- 
sentatives of the two powers chiefly con- 
cerned. In place of political parties Corea 
has political families who gain and lose pow- 
er not by hostile votes but by assassination. 
The family at present in power are the Ming, 
who destroyed or banished their rebels tn 1835, 
The report is that this family encouraged by 
the Russian Minister in Corea were about to 
dispatch one of their members to St, Peters- 
burg with a draft of a secret treaty, the chief 
clause of which was one containing a pro- 
tectorate over Corea by Russia, and the ces- 
sion of Port Hamilton to the latter power as 
a naval station. 

The movement was one hostile to China 
and Japan and was believed to involve, if 
successful, the retention of the Ming family 
in power torever, The secret, however, was 
divulged and the Chinese representative in 
Corea, who has in the past crisis shown him~- 
self to be an official of quite exceptional 
daring and resolution, thereupon called on 
the Corean Prime Minister and told him that 
ifthe Ambassador started for Russia, or if 
the project was carried any further he (the 
Chinese Minister) would order the Chinese 
force, which has been iri the Chinese capital 
since 1885, to seize all the Ming Ministers, tie 
them up and carry them off to China for trial, 
The threat was noidle one, for six years ago 
the same official seized the King’s father and 
sent him into exile in China, And here for 
the present the intrigue ends. 

The facts, however, have been known of- 
ficially to the representatives in Corea of the 
various foreign powers, but in some quarters 
it is now believedRussia would, under the 
present circumstances, have accepted the 
protectorate. 

LOOKING TO THE BAST. 

It has long been known thatthe potent in- 
fluence exerted by the Chinese statesmen in 
Corean affairs bas not been able to counter- 
act the encroachments of Russia upon the 
country. Russia has her representatives 
continually on the alert to take advantage of 
every opportunity for furthering her Siberian 
interests and enlarging her territory in the 
far East. Ina quite recent treaty, Russiahas 
secured for trade alone the opening of the 
frontier town of Kiou-Lyng, on the Tumen 
River. From this point asa foothold it will 
not be many years before Corea is gradually 
opened to Russian influences and 
the country as gradually merged intoa 
province of Siberia, By. this last treaty @ 
Russian Vice Consul is allowed to reside in

Learning of a Plot to Overthrow the 
Dynasty He Takes Action That Saves 
the Lives of Thousands of Chinamen 
and Britishers—What China Owes to 
McCrosky.

; Mason was aman of both birth and breed- 
ing, who bad graduated at Oxford and had 
held office in the Indian Civil Service before 
entering the more highly paid Chinese Cus- 
toms service, 

One day, Mason, aftera particularly heavy 
dinner, when wine had loosened his tongue 
and rendered him disposed to make confi- 
dences, he told McCrosky that a number of 
Chinese in Chin-Kiang proposed to _ rebel 
against the Government for the purpose of 
replacing the Manchu Emperor by a 
sovereign of native Chinese birth. They 
were, he said, members of the _  fa- 
mous  Koloo-Hin secret society. lie 
further declared that he himself belonged 
to the society and that he had determined to 
assist the anti-dynastic movement, which 
he invited MrCrosky to join. McCrosky de- 
manded a few days for reflection, and before 
torty-eight hours had elapsed succeeded in 
having a private interview with Mr, Brazier, 
the Chief Commissioner in charge of the 
port, to whom he communicated Mason’s re- 
markable confidences. 

Mr. Brazier was at first inclined totreat the 
matter with ridicule, but ultimately directed 
McCroskey toappearto fall in with Mason’s 
plans and to keep a watch on him. 

M’CROSKEY’S EYES OPEN. 

This McOCroskey did, and played his role 
with such cleverness that on Sept. 22, last, 
Mason was arrested at Ching Kiang on his 
arrival from Hong Kong with a very large 
quantity of dynamite and nitro-glycerine in 
his possession, besides a whole cargo of goods 
invoiced as ‘‘steel picks and shovels,’’ but 
were nothing else than repeating rifles, re- 
voivers and cartridges. 

Mason was immediately placed under close 
arrest upon the British man-of war Kedpole, 
which was lying at anchor in port, and was 
conveyed to Shanghal. 

Three weeks later he was tried there by the 
British Supreme Court established there, the 
the Chinese Governor and a pumber of man- 
darins of high rank occupying seats upon the 
bench. 

The principal evidence put forward con- 
sisted in the writer’s directions and memor- 
anda left by Mason with McCrosky, as well as 
the former’s correspondence with prominent 
members of the Kolao-Hul Society in connec- 
tion with the purchase of arms, ammunition 
and explosive substances. 

The memoranda.and directions addressed 
by Mason to McCrosKy consists of English 
words written in Greek letters, beginning at 
the bottom instead of atthe top of the page 
and reading from right to left instead of from 
left to right. Among other orders which they 
included were directions to cut ata given 
signal all the telegraph wires connecting 
Ching- Kiang with the rest of the Empire, and 
to seize the Governor of the city. 

A LIGHT SENTENCE. 

Mason has been sentenced to a year’s im- 
prisonment with hard labor in the British 
Consular jail at Shanghai. But there is a gen- 
eral feeling among the Europeans of every 
class in Ohina that he should have been 
hung, for the Kolao-Hul Society with which 
he was affiliated is not only the prime mover 
of tbe anti-dynastic movement, but also the 
instigator of the recent outrages against for- 
eigners. Indeed it isfeltthat had not the 
young American, McCrosky, acted his part so 
cleverly and behaved with such loyaity and 
caution, Mason would have succeeded in his 

roject of placing arms, ammunition, 

ynamite and nitro giycerine in the hands of 
the rebels for use potonly againstthe im. 
perial authorities by whom he was employed, 
but also against his own countrymen. 

The shortcomings of the British court of 
justice will, however, probably be atoned for 
on ex tration of Mason’s sentence by the 
Kolao-Hui secret society itseif. For it bit- 
terly resents the confessions that he made in 
court in regard to his relations with the 
members thereof, and it isa matter of com- 
mon gossip both amongthe native and the 
foreign population that his double treachery 
will be punished by death at the hands of the 
Kolao- that.

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IMMENSE TERMINAL DEAL. 


One of Chicago’s Big Schemes—The Ex- 
tension of the Houck Railroad. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—The dealby which the 
Atchison turns over its Chicago terniinals to 
the Chicago Elevated Railway is practically 
complete. The purchase priceis $7,550,000 
and a contract for terminals worth five times 
that amount. The terminal company wiil 
be capitalized at $50,000,000 or $60,000,000 
and the money !s all practically in hand for 
prosecuting the work. 

The deal includes the building of the 
largest and best passenger and freight 
terminalsinthe world. The main building 
will be 1,600 feet long, 400 feet wide and five 
stories on the Twelfth street frontage. Three 
elevated trunk lines will be built, one of 
which andthe building will be completed 
before the opening of the Columbian Ex- 
position. 

Gen. Torrence, President of the Terminal 
Co., said to-day that no Chicago road could 
afford to stay out of the proposed depot, as 
terminal charges will be hardly more than 
half what they are to the roads now owning 
their own depots. He is confident it will 
prove the most profitable roailroad invest- 
ment in Chicago. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 12.—Gen. Joseph T. 
Torrence, representing the Chicago Elevated 
Terminal Railway Co., has purchased for a 
sum approximating $7,500,000 the right of way 
and all the real estate holdings of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad 
within the city limits. Though the deeds 
have not been recorded this announcement 
of the sale is confirmed and is authorized by 
both the main parties in interest. To-day 
the necessary legal announcement is made of 
the issue of $50,000,000 of bonds by the Ter- 
minal Co. for the building ofits lines. 

The plan to bulld the elevated terminal, for 
for which this important sale is being made, 
originated with Gen, Torrence, who built the 
Calumet Terminal. It was: first announced 


about a year ago, after which Gen. Torrence 
went to London and made the 
necessary financial combinations. The 


capital stock of the company is at present 
$25,000,000, but the amount is soon to be in- 
creased to $50,000,000, or possibly $60,000,000.

INVESTIGATING SCHOOL BOODLERS. 

It may be that the steps taken by the 
conspirators to bind the bargain by which 
the public schools were swindled in the 
sale of the Polytechnic and the Bates 
School building will prevent recovery.

But evenif not 1 gent can be 
saved, whenever the schools are robbed, as 
it is believed they were in this case by the 
collusion and crooked connivance of any 
one appointed to guard their interests, it 
becomes one of the most urgent and im- 
portant duties of the succeeding board to 
investigate the transaction in all its 
branches and to mercilessly expose every 
school official or citizen who shared in the 
plunder or had any hand inthe job. 

‘*Let no guilty man escape’’ should be 
the motto and intent of the investigation 
in all such cases, If it be not possible to 
punish otherwise than by exposure, so 
much the more reason for the exposure, 
The wealthy citizen who thinks it lawful 
and proper for him to speculate on School 
Board property by inducing its custodians 
to sellitto him below its market value, 
should be placed upon the witness stand 
and be given an opportunity to exculpate 
them, if he can, by telling how he secured 
their co-operation in his plans and who 
were the partners in the transaction and 
sharers in its profits. ' 

If there was nothing dishonorable, no in- 
dictable misfeasance or betrayal of a sacred 
public trust in this transaction, the in- 
vestigation should be made thorough, if 
only to acquit those who now rest under 
suspicion.

No tariff bill was ever passed 
whose items could all have become law if 
presented separately, In the same way the 
combination of interests which Is so easily 
held together in opposition to any general 
measure of tariff reduction corld not be held 
together at all in opposition to certain 
specific measures of relief. |

would hardly dare reject a bill for free bind- 
ing-twine, another forfree cotton ties, an- 
other for free wool, another for reduced 
rates on wovlen goods, another for free raw | 
materials for the New England iron industry, 
and soforth.

ITALIANS AND AUSTRIANS COMPOSE 
THE RIOTERS.

Crested Butte, Colo., the Scene of the 
Disorder—Five of the Aggressors 
Shot—Relief Hastily Summoned From 
Gunnison City—The Italian Consul 
Notified—What Gov. Routt Will Do— 
The Mining Camp ina State of Siege, 


CRESTED BuTTeE, Colo., Dec. 12.—The coal 
miners’ strike culminated in a fight last 
night about midnight between the Austrian- 
Italian miners andthe Sheriff’s posse. The 
fusilade was sharp and rapid, and probably 
over a hundred shots were fired from both 
sides. After the smoke of the battle was over 
it was found that seven miners had been 
wounded. Thenames are: Mike Copucine, 
Austrian; Mike Nineton, Italian; Mike Guer- 
clo, Italian; Mike Maro, Italian; John Poch, 
Geo. Simonich, Matt Grabik. The latter 
three are Austrians. None are seriously 


injured with the exception of the 
first-named, whose case is in 
doubt; he received three wounds, one of 


which was a ball entering to the left of the 
spine which has not been located yet. Not 
one of Sheriff Shore’s posse was injured. 

After the firing everything was quiet for the 
balance Of the night, and the Sheriff’s posse 
retired tothe head house of the coal com- 
pany to guard the company’s property, for 
which they were brought here, 

General Manager Steck and Mr. Ridgeway 
of the railroad, who came from Gunnison 
with the special train that brought the dep- 
uties, backed down the main track and went 
to Gunnison early in the morning. 

Sheriff Shores and his posse arein posses- 
sion of the town and are intrenching them- 
selves atthe mine in orderto resist an at- 
tack which is expected this evening. The 
Italian miners are furious over the repulse 
and swearing revenge upon every one 
connected with the Colorado Coal and Iron 
Co. or engaged in enforcing the law in 
protecting the property ofthe mining com- 


pany. 

While Shores holds the key to the situation 
and is amply capable of taking care of Rim- 
self and men, the 

THE SITUATION 8 DEEMED CRITICAL. 

Five Italians were laid prone on the grownd 
at the first discharge from the guns in the 
hands of Sheriff Shores’ gallant supporters. 
The officers were only a handful in face of 
the immense rabble which they had tocon- 
front, but they never quailed.. Armed with 
repeating Winchesters and other magazine 

uns, there is notavery happy prospect in 
Store for those who essay to avenge them- 
selves upon the posse, and unless the attack- 
ing forces have a superior armament they 
will be mown down as though by a scythe. 

Every man in town not identified with the 
strikers is being sworninand supplied with 
ammunition. . 

The Denver & Rio Grande Rallway Co,, in 
expectation of the incendiary torch, has re- 
moved allits equipments and rolling stock 
from Crested Butte and all traffic will be sus- 
pended until some definite understanding is 
reached, ; 

This evening no one will venture beyond 
the redoubts which have been hastily con- 
structed for fear that a chance shot may find 
amark. Treachery and ambush are appre- 
hended more than open assault. All of the 
strikers are armed and more weapons are he- 
ing distributed throughout the company’s 
houses which dot the hillsides, andthere is 
no doubt that a sanguinary struggle is immi- 
pent. Noone seems to know where the war 
equipment of the Italians comes from, and 
the conviction is forced that a eombination 
against capitalhas been secretly organized 
during the past few months just to meet an 
emergency of this character. , 

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The last strike atthis point was settled by 
arbitration without recourse to violent 
measures and the understanding at the time 
was thata rmanent settlement of allthe 
troubles had been affected. The company 
accordingly made preparations to operate 
their mines with an increased output. fhe 
silent acquiescence of the miners in the com- 

romise was unanimous. The men gaye 
n as a i iast resort. They were 
not then prepared for resistance and the 
current opinion is that the leaders ordereda 
cessation of hostilities that they might pre- 
pare for a life-and-death struggle which 

ould determine for alitime the mastery of 
the situation, The strugglieis on and the 
conflict started by the belligerent miners has 
already resulted in the disastrous conse- 
quences, as outlined above, 

When the officers alighted from their spec- 
laltrain this morning Sheriff Shores ordered 
his men into close rank and after telling 
them to look carefully to their guns gave 
the command: ‘‘Forward, march.’’ owiy 
The 
attack upon the stonghold of the rioters has 
already been given. 

FURTHER TROUBLE LOOKED FOR. 

Even worse is anticipated tnis evening and 
while everyone has confidence in the Sheriff 
there are few who think he can stand out 
against the overwhelming forces of the strix- 
ers, Arson, pillage and rapine will ensue if 
the Sheriff is beaten off from the coal com. 

ny’s property. Every man in town not 
ientified with the strikers is 
being sworn in and wap lied with 
ammunition. The Denver & Kio Grande 
Raliway company, in expectation ofthe in- 
cendiary torch, has remoyed all its equip- 
ment and rolling stock from Crested Butte, 
and ali traffic will be suspended until the 
trouble is over. To-night will bring the 
crisis, but as the Sheriff is fortified the crit- 
ical moment may pass in peace. In the 
event of an attack, hundreds will be killed,

The Serious Charge Against David Roths- 
child of New York. 

New YorK, Dec. 12.—Sarah Cohen thought 
she loved David Rothschild. David at least 
pretended that he returned the affection. 
Sarah’s father lived at No. ll Eldridge 


street, He was a poor old man, 
and when after an eight months’ en- 
gagement between the young folks, 


David and Sarah, who was 23 years old, de- 
cided to live together without legal formali- 
ties, but little objection wags offered. The 
nigbt before election day Sarah took supper 
with her father and brother’s folks. She was 
happy and appeared perfectly well. She left 
at 7o’clock with Rothschild fora theater on 
Eighth street. When Serah was carried into 
her father’s socom at 1:30 the next morning 
she was dying. Dr. G. Wolf who was the first 
physician to arrive said to-night: 

‘*T had no sooner reached the bedside thah 
I saw that the girl was dyingof poison.

When I said she 
was poisoned he fell, half fainting to the 
floor, andIleftthe dying girl a moment to 
test his pulse, but his shock was only tem- 
porary.”’ 

Dr, Cherurg lives at No, 12 Eldridge street. 
He admitted that his first impressions of the 
girl’s ailment was hysteria, but an ex- 
amination convinced him she had been 


poisoned. He went at once to the 
Eldridge Street Police Station and reported 
his suspicions, Though ugly rumors floated 


around the neighborhood, Sarah’s family 
made no charges untila few days ago. Roths- 
chiid said to-night that thecharges of poison- 
ing now made by the family were to extort 
money from him. He deciared he had loved 
the girl, who was always delicate. It is

" OHAIRMANSHIPS. 


Names Suggested for .the Leading 
Committees. 


SPEAKER CRISP MAY HOLD THEM TILL 
AFTER THE HOLIDAYS. 


Democrats Will Set Themselves to Work 
Reducing Expenses — Appropriations 
Needed—Tribute to the Late S. S. Cox 
—Talk of Elkins Taking Proctor’s 
Portfolio—Washington Notes. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12:—The House 
met to-day only to receive the announcement 
of the appointments of the two minor com- 
mittees, those of Accounts and Mileage. 
Speaker Crisp was.in the chair. The an- 
nouncement was as follows: On Accounts— 
Messrs. Rusk (Maryland), Cooper (Indiana), 
Dickinson (Kentucky), Moses (South Caro- 
lina), Seerly (lowa), Pearson (Ohio), Qnack- 
enbush (New York), Griswold (Pennsylva- 
nia) and Cutting (California). On Mileage— 
Messrs. Castle (Minnesota), Crawford (North 
Carolina), Kendall (Kentucky), Caldwell 
(Ohio) and Flick (lowa). Judge Holman then 
moved an adjournment until Wednesday 
next, which was carried. 

It is said that Mr. Crisp desires tocon- 
sider the selections more carefully and 
wishes to avoid any mistakes. He has 
hada list before him that contains a half 


‘dozen names of Democrats and there are 


only twoto be appointed on this important 
committee. Many of the leading Demo- 
crats have been urging the Speaker 
to promptly settle the matter by 
appointing Messrs. Reed and Buroughs 
on behalf of the minority; but until Mr. 
Crisp makes up his mind as who will head 
the Committee on Ways and .Means, and 
since he cannot overcome some embDarrass- 
ing features of the _ situation, it Is 
thought that if the question of dls- 
posing of Mr. Mills were fixed the Speaker 
could go ahead, but Mr. MUls has been sick, 
and noone seems to be able to state with 
certainty whether or not he will again be 
Chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. ’ . ’ 

Sentiment generally favors the .tendering 
of the position tothe Texas statesman, but 
some of the close friends of the Speaker are 
still unable to state positively whether Mr. 
Mills would accept even if the Chairmanship 
was offered him. 7 

The whole thingisin qa chaotic state, and 
probably not until Tuesday evening will 
Speaker Crisp be ableto make up the Rules 
Committee. It is undérstood that efforts will 
be made toadopt a new code. of.rules for the 
House before the holiday recess is taken. 

The meeting next Wednesday will probably 
be as brief and unimportant as to-day’s 
meeting was, and it is- thought likely 
that a further adjournment.will then be 
taken until after the holidays. No business 
of any consequence can be transacted until 
the committees have been fappointed, andin 
amatter ofsomuch moment asthe’ appro- 
priate fitting of members here and there into 
committee places, the Speaker cannot afford 
to be hurried. The failure of the Speaker to 
announce the Committee on Rilés does not 
afzue that heishaving any serious difficulty 
on that score. The committee is an import- 
one and he _ realizes that he must 
have men of exceptional fitness 
for the duties imposed. The ‘question 
of the proper government of the House will 
be in good hands in due time, Itis the gen- 
eral belief that Mr. Springer will be a mem- 
ber of the committee. The neme of Mr. Mc- 
Millin is also suggested. Both are thorough 
pariiamentariars, and would work admira- 
bly in connection with the Speaker in keeping 
the way clear for meritorious legislation. 
The two Republican members are likely to be 
Messrs. Reed and Burrows, the former being 
selected by reason of his betng the recognized 
Jeader of the minority onthe floor, and the 


latter because of his prominence in his party. |

Iiundreds of bills, upon every variety of 
Subjects, await the first opportunity of in- 
troduction, but members realize that until 
organization has been perfected it would be 
useless to bring their measures forward. To- 
day’s gossip about the committees has been 
limited. It is reported that the chairman- 
ship of the Appropriations Committee has 
been offered to Gen. Forney of Alabama, the 
ranking Democrat, and declined. Gen. 
Forney, so the story goes, considered him- 
self too old for the arduous duties of the 
post. The weight of speculation from 
the outset has been that 
would receive that appointment and wouid 
serve better in the place than any other 
Democratinthe House. He has mastered all 
of the estimates and knows the routine of 
that committee’s work from top to bottom.

Williams was another good reader, but he 
labored very hard at his work and got very 
red in the face over some of the hard names. 
Mr. Kerr has decided to select the best four 
candidates and putthem on duty temporar- 
ily, so that the House can choose two of them 
by vote after a week’s trial. From the ex- 
hibition to-night Houghtaling and Morrison 
are likely to be finally chosen. 

It is but fair to say of Col. H. Martin. Wil- 
liams of Missouri that he has been suffering 
from a severe cold contracted during the 
speakership contest and was in poor trim 
to-night when the competitive examination 
for the place was held. The gallant Colonel 
had plenty of voice, but his hoarseness was a 
great drawback.

MR. CRISP’S RECORD. 


HIS STAND ON IMPORTANT QUESTIONS WHICH 
CAME UP IN CONGRESS, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—Mr. Crisp 
took his seat in the Forty-eighth Congress as 
a Representative from the Third Georgia 
District in December, 1883. At that. time he 
was not quite 89 years old. He was abso- 
lutely without legislative experience of any 
sort and, being very little known outside 
of his Congressional district, had slight 
expectation of assistance in his Con- 
gressional career fromany friendships with 
public men formed previousto his election. 
Butalthough without experience or special 
preparation forthe legislative duties ahead 
ofhim he had what was very much better 
than the experience which might have come 
exclusively from two or three years’ ac- 
quaintance with the doings of the House. 

As Solicitor-General of his circuit for five 
years and the Judge of the same circuit for 
another five vears, he had received most 
Valuable mental training. He had bveen 
placed in close contact with the people, and 
as Prosecutor and Justice he had acquired in 
the discharge of his duties a coolness, self- 
reliance and a knowledge of men most val- 
uable. 

His first act in Congress which involved an 
expressionw of opinion and the taking ofa 
definite stand ona great national issue was 
the casting of his vote for a candidate for 
Speaker in the Democratic caucus. As be- 
tween Carlisie and Randall he voted without 
hesitation for the former solely because of his 
convictions upon the tariff, then becoming 
prominent, and upon whichthat fight for the 
Speakership practically turned. Although 
Mr. Crisp had voted against him, Mr. Ran- 
dall recognized the Georgian’s abllity and 
sought his acquaintance at once. aAn Iintl- 
mate acquaintance sprangup between the 
two, which lasted until Mr. Randall’s death. 
This acquaintance was of the greatest possi- 
ble value to the recently elected Speaker,who 
alludes with gratitudeto the debt he owes 
Mr. Randall, of whom he learnedso much 
concerning parliamentary law and practice. 

A hew meinber rarely makes very much of 
a stirin the Congressional worid. Mr. Crisp 
fared rather weil as new members go. In 
his first Congress he was assigned tothe Com- 
mittee on Manufactures and Pacific Rail- 
roads. He worked hard at that which was 
given him to do, which usually proves to 
have been the case with men who ultimately 
get up in the world. 

He enjoyed forthe first time the pleasing 
sensation of occupying the chair, which is 
now his, by being called thus early in his 
Congressional career to preside over a Com- 
mittee of the Whole. 

The principal work which Mr. Crisp did in 
these first two years, however, and which 
wentfor nothing atthe time, was to apply 
himself most diligently to acquiring an 
extended knowledge of the business of the 
House. The technical ammunition thus 


on, especially when leading the Wemocratic 
minority in defense of those Democrats fairly 
elected whom the Republicans tried to turn 
out in the last Congress. 

At the opening of the Forty-ninth Congress 
Mr. Crisp was assigned tothe second place 
onthe Committee on Pacific Railroads and 
to the third-place on the Committee on Com- 
merce. His capacity for hard work may be 
judged from the fact that he made during 
this Congress forty-six reports from the/ 
Commerce Committee, three from the Pacific 
Railroads Committee and five con- 
ference reports. The most important of 
these reports, one, Which, by the way, 
will not endear the new Speaker to those who 
once had their pockets full of railroad passes, 
was the conference report on the interstate 
commerce bill, which finally becamea law. 

Mr. Crisp’s liking for hard work anda that 
cool-headedness which gave him an advan- 
tage over Mr. Mills in the late fight caused 
his services to become early in great demand 
asa presiding officer. He was often called to 
the chair in the House and in committee 

Mr. Crisp first went on record on the silver 
question in the spring of 1885. Speaker Car- 
lisie being absent on March 20 the clerk, John 
B. Clark, called tre House to order and on 
motion of Mr. Morrison Mr. Crisp was elected 
Speaker protempore. The special order for 
that day was business from the Committee 
on Colnage, Weights and Measures and re- 
lating to silver coinage. In April 
Mr. Crisp spoke for unlimited coinage 
of gold and and declared 
himself in a complete 
restoration ofthe latter metal to the place it 
occupied before the demonitizing act of 1873. 
He came down from thechair to make his 
speech, was applauded when he had finished, 
and immediately resumed the chair as tem- 
porary speaker, The matter came toa vote 
on Aprils. Mr. Crisp recorded himself first 
in opposition to the suspension of the coin- 
age of silver nh then in favor of the 
free coinage of silveP. 

When Mr. Crisp’s third term in Congress 
began withthe meeting of the Fiftieth Con- 
gress, the House realized that Georgia had 
got #big imanandanable one to represent 
her, It was supposed that on the assembling 
of the Fiftieth Congress in 1887 Mr. Crisp 
would be appointed chairman of one of the 
committees upon which he had served. An 
accidental happening, however, prevented it. 
For the second time in the history of Con- 
ress the seat of »the speaker was contested, 
and in this case Mr, Cariisle (declined to ap- 
point the Committee on E!ections. After con- 
sideration it was agreed that nine members 
should be elected by the Democrats and six 
by the Republicans. The Democratic caucus 
unanimously selected Mr. Crisp to act as 


at the beginning of his rth term he found 
himself for the first time working with the 
minority. As he had been Chairman of the 
Election Committee in the preceding con- 
gress he was naturally elect leader of the 
Democratic minority on the same committee. 
The conferring of this responsibility upon 
him made it necessary for him and his four 
Democratic colleagues to bear the brunt of 
the fight against the Republicans, aiming to 
turn out mocratic members. Although 
certain In the long run to be overwhelmed by 
the Republican majority, Mr. Orisp fought 
the fight with a coolness and determination 
of a manconfident of winning, The result 
was that he gained the confidence of his col- 
leagues and was ve largely followed by 
them. The history of the fight in detail is 
fresh in the minds of all men who care about 
such things, and is therefore not worth re- 
peating. One incident may show to_ those 
unacquainted with Mr. Crisp’s character the 
conscientious nature of his work as a de- 
fender of Democratic interests. 

On Sept. 19, 1890, Mr. Crisp and Judge 
O’Ferrall were the only Democrats on the 
floor, a circumstance which made it impossi- 
ble to demand theayes and nays. Speaker 
Reed onthe first vote,in pursuance of his 
patent quorum-counting system, declared 
164 members present. Had that number act- 
ually been there it would have constituted a 
quorum, as three members had died, reduc- 
ing the whole number to 327. . 

Judge Crisp, witha remarkable display of 
firmess and with that coolness which made 
him a harder man for Reed to bully than any 
other Democrat in the House, demanded tell- 
ers from the Speaker. A long contention 
arose, in the course of which the demand was 
three times refused. But Mr. Crisp kept at 
it, and the tellers were appointed, himseif 
and McKinley being chosen todo the work. 
The count showed that only 161 were present 
which made it impossible for the Republicans 
to go on with their little game at that time. 

A few moments after Mr. Crisp had won 
this fight, three Republicans entered the 
hall, raising the number to 164, Reed again 
insisted that there wasa quorum, maintain- 
ing that the death of the three members 
made it necessary to secure only a majority 
of those members who were living. This 
ruling was calmly and dispassionately at- 
tacked by Mr. Crisp, who contended that it 
took a majority of the whole membership of 
330, dead or alive to constitutea quorum, 
He cited authority after authority to sustain 
his position. And, although the Republicans 
fought him most vigorously, the Speaker was 
obliged to yield the point, sustain Mr. Crisp, 
and suspend the devilment until 166 were 
found to take a band in it. 

The whole country knows by this time that 
it was pretty hard work for any one in the 
last Congress to get the better of the big boss 
from Maine who occupied the chair. To beat 
him atall was a very fine thtng. To turn 
him down twice in one day, as Mr. Crisp did, 
was to arouse in Democratic bosoms the 
wildest enthusiasm and in Mr. Reed’s bosom 
something quite different. 

In this Congress Mr. Crisp voted twice for 
free silver, andtookan active part in the 
discussion growing out of Speaker Reed’s re- 
fusal to refer to a cOmmittee of the whole the 
Senate amendments to the House silver Dill. 
He also voted against the ship and postal 
subsidy in all its forms. : 

As regards the tariff, Mr. Crisp has ex- 
plained his position concisely in a dispatch 
sent by him to the WorxLpD, and published 
while the Speakership contest was going on. 
It may be pointed out that on the tariff ques- 
tion his course has been uniform and con- 
sistent. In the first session of the Forty- 
eighth Congress he voted to take up the first 
Morrison bill, and then against striking out 
its enacting clause. 

In the Forty-ninth Congress in each session 
he voted to consider the second Morrison 
bill, both motions falling, and in the Fiftieth 
Congress he both spoke and voted forthe 
Mills oill, Asa matter of course he voted 
against the McKinley bill. During his con- 
gressional career he has made many tariff 
speeches both inand out of Congress, all in 
favor of a material reduction and reform. 
On this question he is as sound as any Demo- 
crat in the party. 


THEY DO NOT SPEAK NOW. 


MISSOURI’S CONGRESSIONAL 
DELEGATION. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—The Ill- 
feeling engendered inthe ranks of the Mis- 
souri delegation and the friends of the two 
factions through the speakership contest 
has by no means died out. It is the first 
time in the history of politics that members 
of a State delegation in Congress ‘‘do not 
speak as they pass by,’’ the gentlemen rep- 
resenting’ the majority of the Mills wing in 
the delegation are firm in their belief to-day 
that their candidate would have succeeded to 
the highest office within the gift 
of the House had Col, Hatch 
and his four earnest supporters gone 
over to Mills’ side, when the break was made 
in the contest, instead of to Col. Crisp. This 
fact is verified by the statement made by one 
of the St. Louis members, who early became 
disgusted and more distant toward Mr. Mills 
through the lamentable endeavors of Col. 
Jones of the St. Louls Republic to convince 
him that he was but a youth In politics, with 
fine opportunities before him, yet foolish tn 
wasting his sweetness onthe Crisp people. 
This member informed your correspondent 
that toward the close of the struggle Col. 
Jones occupted a great deal or 
time in sending him notes asking 
for interviews. ‘*These notes,’’ said the 
statesman, ‘‘were invariably addressed to 
meas ‘dear colonel,’ atitle Il never had ap- 
pitied to me before. Finally, in response to 
the pleadings of the Colonel, I gave him an 
audience, and in reply tohis demands upon 
me tosupport Mr. Millsitold him that the 
Missouri delegation had been bound by the 
State Democratic Committee at its meet- 
ing in St. Louts to stand by 
Col. Hatch, with a view of bringing 
about a deadlock inthe House, and through 
this course securing his election. I told htm 
the deadlock had been “secured, and Col.

THE WHEEIS OF GOVERNMENT, 


ESTIMATE OF APPROPRIATIONS NEEDED FOR THE 
NEXT FISCAL YEAR. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—A comparative 
statement of the estimates of appropriations 
needed for the next fiscal year with the esti- 
mates and appropriations for the current fis- 
cal year has been prepared by Messrs. Courts 


and Cleves, the respective clerks tothe House 
and Senate Committees on Appropriations. 
This statement shows an excess in estimates 
of appropriations forthe fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1892, of $9,522,852, as compared 
with the estimates a year ago for the current 
fiscal year. 

Similar estimates of permanent annual ap- 
propriations show a reduction of $622,928. 
These appropriations for the current fiscal 
year (exclusive of deficiency appropriations 
Of $38,699,746 of which $29,335,598 was on ac- 
count of pensions and miscellaneous ap- 
wopriations amounting to $4,271,531) Was 
482,047,394 which is $7,884,699 less than the 
amount estimated as necessary to be appro- 
priated for the next fiscal year. These 
estimates and appropriations do not inciude 
rivers and harbors, on which the Chief of 
Engineers reports that $58,064,950 can be 
profitably expended during the year, 


ECONOMY THE RULE, 


SET TO WORK TO REDUCE 
EXPENSES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12.—The question 
of reducing the Government expenditures is 
occupying the serlous attention of some of 
the leading Democrats of the House. There 
is no probability of the apporpriations eing 
assembled in one committee. Therefore, it 
is a matter of grave importance that the 
other committees having charge of appropri- 
ation bills shall be constructed with a 
view of carrying out the policy of 
economy. It is probable that a rule 
will be adopted providing that no. ap- 


propriations for increasing the clerical or 
official force of any of the departments shall 
be made on any but the legislative or sundry 
civilappropriations bill. It will prabably be 
the policy of this Congress to appropriate 
only such money for fortifications and for the 
navy as can be expended judiciously during 
the year for which the appropriation is made, 
and thatthe work of cutting down of ex- 
penditures will not be confined to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations.

Inappreciable Effect on the Bourse—Bis-

BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The treaties of commerce 
are now practically passed in principal and 
detail by the almost unanimous voice of the 
Reichstag. The minority, drawn from the 
Ultra Conservatives and the Reichspartie, 
who opposed the proposed measures, found 
themselves too feeble to make any headway. 

Chancellor Von Caprivi, finding suchto be 
the case, caused it to become knownto the 
members that he would brook no dallying in 
the committee and thatthe details of the 
treaties would be in no way modified. 

Telegrams from Vienna were circulated 
among the members of the Reichstag during 
the long debate in that body to-day an- 
nouncing that the Hungarian Minister of 
Commerce had declared that the:treaties 
formed a complete transaction, from which 
all modifications were excluded. The Chan- 
celor dwelt upon the necessity of passing the 
treaties befure Christmas. The results of 
their operations he declared would soon show 
that no preference had been given to other 
industries over that of the agriculturist. He 
with great difficulty keptthe corn duties as 
high as 3% marks. He concluded his ad- 
dress by announcing that the Government 
with a view of meeting the dearth of labor in 
the rural districts wasS preparing amend- 
ments to the laws relative to the mainte- 
nance and housing of rural laborers, and 
thata bill embodying these amendments be 
introduced during the present session. The 
Reichstag then decided to take the second 
reading of the treaties in a full sitting of 


the House.

ANOTHER TICKER WAR. 


New York’s Stock Exchange Cut Quota- 
tions Off Yesterday. 

New Yorn, Dec. 12.—Another ‘‘ticker’’ 
war was inaugurated to-day by the action of ' 
the Governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change in shutting outthe Gold & Stock Co. 
from obtaining the quotations of the Ex 
change. Unless the officers of the Gold & 
Stock Telegraph Co. make up their minds by 
Monday mdYning to pay the Stock Exchange 
$100a day forthe privilege of getting quota- 
tions every bucket chop, every broker’s of- 
fice and all the customers of the Gold & Stock 
Co. in cities outside of New York will have to 
stop business until they can make some ar- 
rangement other than that they now have to 
obtain exchange quotations. The reasons 
for this step were given out this afternoon by 
Mr. Ely, Secretary of the New York Stock Ex- 
change. He said 

‘*For yvears before May 3I, 1887, the Gold & 
Stock Co. and the Commercial Telegraph Co. 
received quotations from this Exchange on 
payment to the Exchange of $1,500 a month 
each and one-half the cost of collecting the 
quotations, amounting to $600 each. This 
agreement was from month to month, to be 
terminated at the optionof either party. We 
ascertained that the Commercial Telegraph 
Co. furnished keepers of bucket-shops and 
others inimical to the Exchange, with quota- 
tions before they appeared on the 
tape of the ticker. This we protested 
against many times and endeavored 
to puta stop to, but our efforts were in vain.

WIS PARENTS CONVINCED THEIR SON 
. COMMITTED THE CRIME. 


Newspaper Men Pick Up Clews Aban- 
doned by the Police and Astonish the 
Detectives With Developments—Scraps 
of the Dead Man’s Clothing Fully Iden- 
tified by His Mother—Interviews With 
Boston People Who Knew the Broker. 


New YORK, Dec. 12.—No more positive or 
certain proofthat the ghastly head at the 
Morgue is that of Henry L. Norcross could be 
found than that which ts furnished to-day. 
The clothing which was worn by the bomnb- 
thrower has been identified, both by the 
Boston tailor who made his garments and by 
Norcross’ father and mother. The evidence 
given by the mother is particularly conclu- 
sive, as she has pointed out in the scraps of 
cloth which were shown to her several places 
where she had herself mended the garments. 
Then to the fact that her son wore two flan- 
nel undershirts—one of the peculiar things 
about the dead dynamiter—her testimony ts 
direct and positive, and admits of no contra 
diction. Last night H. M. Howes of sSomer- 
ville, once a schoolmate of Norcross, came 
to this city and visited the Morgue. He saw 
the head in the pickle jar. He examined it 
carefully and pronounced it beyond a dodbt 
that of his friend Norcross. This comp/etes 
the chain of evidence which has been welded 
together by the efforts of the Worrp and 
PosT- DISPATCH in this city, Boston afd som.- 
erville. 

Norcross was 28 years old and unmarried. 

For the past fewiyears he has been doing busi- 
ness as a note broker at 12 Petri street, Bos- 


in Somerville. His father is a book-Kkeeper In 
Quincy Market, Boston. Norcross’ friends 
could not believe at first that he couid have 
been the bomb thrower. He had never 
showed any evidence of insanity or evenof 
slight mental disturbance, whereas, a man 
who would commit so flendish an act as that 

of attempting to blowupa Dullding with 500 
people init is presumptively a maniac. At 
school he was remarkably clever, graduating 
first in his class. In business he was clear- 
headed and worked hard to win wealth, 
which seemed to be his sole aiminiife. Dur- 
ing the last year some of his friends say that 
he became rather moody and restive tn hfs 
manner, but no one noticed any signoff the 
madman in his demeanor or in his action, 
He clearly must have been crazy. 

HIS L4*TEST HOBBY, 

One of his latest hobbies is sata to havé 
been an elevated railroad scheme which he 
tried to interegt Sage, Gould, Huntington 
and Boston capitalists by sending circulars } 
tothem. This, however, was not regarded 
as furnishing any evidence of insanity. No 
one ever heard him speak against any of 
these man, and how he came to take this 
sudden and desperate resolve, which re- 
Suited in last week’s horrible tragedy ts stilla | 
inystery, although there is no doubt that he 
was the man. Norcross went away from 
oston the day before the bomb-throwing in- 
cident. He locked up his office, and no one 
there had seen him there since. He told his 
mother that he was going to Worcester, 
Springfleld and New Haven before he re- 
turned. He had never remained away from 
home so long before without writing or 
telegraphing to his parents, and they were 
partially prepared for the shocking news 
when it came, The first clue upon which 
the -reporters .started their investiga- 
tions was the waistband of the 
trousers belonging to the bomb-thrower, the 
buttons on which were labeled ‘*Brooks, 
Boston.’’ It was found that there was only 
one tailor by this name in Boston—Waklter ©, 
Brooks & Co. of Milk street. It was also 
found that the clothing corrésponded ex- 
actly with a roll of goods in stock which 
had been received by Mr. Brooks In Septem- 
ber last, from which only one pairof trousers 
had been cut. These trousers were made for 
Norcross, who had been a customer of the 
firm for several years and was we!l known 
to all the salesmen in their store. Other 
pieces of the clothing of the dynamiter were 
identified by the tallor as having been made 
by him. When last seen at the talior store 
Norcross wore no beard, but it was after: 
ward ascertained that he had begun to grow 
& beard about three weeks before he left 
Boston. 

IDENTIFIED AY HIS MOTHER. 

A visit to his home in Somerville led tothe 
identification of the scraps of clothing by the 
mother of Norcross, who fully corroborated 
the testimony given by the tallor and 
strengthened it in many respects, rendering 
the identification absolutely conciusive. The‘ 
photograph of the dynamiter’s head was 
Shown to several of Norcross’ friends in 
Somerville. They all recognized {t immedi. 
ately. George 8. Tolman of Winthrop sald: 

“Ifyou had brought that picture to me 
Without a word Istiould have said it was a 
Picture of Norcross.’’ 

When the scraps of clothing wornby thq 
bomb-thrower were stiown to Mrs. Norcross, 
the mother, she at once identified the piece 
of trousers and the piece of coat. Then she 
was shown the pieces of underwear.

death. Norcross had been employed in sev- 
eral Boston banks, and just prior to going 
into business for himself he was in the em- 
ploy of F. A. Mosely &Co., brokers on State 
street, Boston. The ghastly object in the 
jar at the morgue has, in the opinion of the 
authorities, been fully identified, and was 
to-day withdrawn from any further exhibi- 
tion and will be held subject to the order of 
young Norcross’ parents. 

At 10 o’clock this forenoon no word had 
been received from them. Russell Sage was 
to-day inaccessible to callers. A reporter 
sent up acopy of the portrait of Norcross, 
and word was brought that Mr. Sage, on 
viewing it, said: 

**The face is the same as that of my assail- 
ant. Though the mustacheis not quite so 
heavy.’’ 

BYRNE 1S HUMILIATTD. 

Chief Inspector Byrne positively refused to 
make any comment to-day upon the work of 
the WORLD and Post-DISPATCH corps of re- 
porter-detettives, who traced the bomb- 
thrower’s identity from clews overlooked or 
thought worthless by the professional de- 
tectives. There is evidence that the dis- 
closures printed this morning have causeda 
feeling of sorenessin Chief Byrne’s breust, 
the fact that his famous staff had been so 
cleverly outdone by non-professionals being 
especially humiliating, The WORLD and Post- 
DISPATCH men’s work is the chief topic of 
discussion to-day in police circles, and words 
of commendation are heard on all sides. 

It is a fact that a week ago to-day a repor- 
ter called the attention of Inspector Byrnes 
tothe buttons, the goods pattern andthe 
other clews that have resulted in the identi- 
fication. The Inspector shrugged his should-

IN NORCROSS’ OFFICE. 


EVIDENCE THAT HE HAD BEEN MAKING CHEMI- 
CAL EXPERIMENTS. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 12.—Henry L. Nor- 
cross did considerable business for the West 
End Street Railway Co. at different times.

**During the past year I have seen but little 
ofhim. Isaw him last about a month ago. 
He then had a beard. I never noticed any- 
thing about his action or methods to make 
methink himany other than a sane man. 
He struck me as an honest fellow, a sortofa 
small note broker who was just barely mak- 
ing a living. 

‘*It was his custom to go up among small 
country savings banks which had small 
amounts to loan, get their rates, and then 
come to Boston and see what he could do 
with them. 

**As to his alleged scheme for an elevated 
railroad I never heard of it, nordid be. ever 
talk elevated railroad matters to me.’’ 

Evidence was found this afternoon that 
Norcross, in the recesses of his office, had 
been conducting chemical experiments. 
Direct proof has been secured on what ap- 
pears to be excellent authority, that he had, 
previous to the explosion, several botties 
containing a light-colored mixture in his 
office, which were handled by him with care 
and signs of fear. Norcross is supposed to 
have lelt Boston a week ago Thursday. The 
next day came the fatal explosion. 

tuben Nickerson, aged 19, the elevator boy 
In the buliding where Norcross had his office, 
was quite intimate with Norcross and was 
almost a daily visitorto his office. His last 
visit was a week ago Wednesday. On the 
right-hand side of the room as gne 
asink. In this sink Nickerson Says he saw 
a number of small vials: The vials were 
about three inches long and similar to those 
containing homeopathic medicines. When 
Nickerson taw the bottles he got up from his 
seatand went over toward them. 
one of them in his hand he held it uptothe 
light of the window and endeavored to in- 
spect its contents. 

Norcross’ back was turned at the time and 
at first he did not observe the boy’s actions. 
Sucdenly he saw the boy witha bottle in his 
hand. Kushing toward him he grabbed him 
by the arm anc exclaimed: 

‘*PDon’t touch that,’’ at the same time 
taking the bottle away from the boy and 
careiully placing it besides the others on the 
sink. Young Nickerson was much surprised 
and replied: 

‘*‘Well, if you don’t 
them, I won’t.’’ 

‘*] don’t want anybody to touch them,’’ 
said Norcross, Norcross was intensely pale 
and excited following this incident and a 
moment later he grabbed upthe entire col- 
lection of bottles, placed them in his desk, 
which was rarely used, and locked them up. 
The question of Norcross’ beard has troubled 
the very careful detectives a great deal. This 
point is cleared up by Wilton L. Farnham, of 
Farnham & Co., Central Wharf, who when 
shown a photograph of the head of the bomb- 
thrower at opce saidit was that of Henry L. 
Norcross. 

‘‘Tsaw him last about two weeks before 
the attempt on Mr. Sage’s life,’’ he said. 
‘*Atthat time Norcross called at my office 
and hadachat with me on general topics. 
He had started a tull beard—possibly there 
were two weeks’ growth then—a circum- 
stance which allinthe office took advantage 
of to plaguehim. He toox the joking pleas- 
antly, and iaughed as much asanyofus. I 
have not seen nor heard of him since until 
this morning.’’ 

The father and motherof Henry L. Nor- 
cross are now fully convinced that their son 
was the man who threwthe bomb in Russell 
Sage’s office. Additional evidence was of- 
fered this morning which removes all doubts 
from their minds, and they bow to the inev- 
itable. Assoon as they have sufficiently re- 
covered ftom the shock of their son’s terrible 
death they will goto New York and bring 
back with them for suitable burial the re- 
mains of their lovedson. Kind friends have 
offered to do this for them, but they prefer 
to go themselves. They will not go to-day, 
but may go to-morrow or possibly the day 
after. The truth asto her son’s fate was 
broken to Mrs. Norcross this morning by Mrs. 
Adams, who livesin the same house with

Mr. Pennycuick answered that he had none 
and expressed surprise that Mr. Norcross 
should want anything of the kind. Atthe 
same time he suggested that he couid prob- 
ably find some in the room of Mr. White of 
the White Elevated Railroad. When Mr. 
Pennycuick went into the room Mr. Norcross 
was sittingata desk, which was open. At 
the entrance of his visitor he shut the desk 
withasnap. When he was asked what he 
wanted the filings for he said he wanted them 
for some experiments.

ARSENIC CAUSED HER DEATH. 


_—- 


Attorney Furman’s Significant Allusions 


Their Client—Testimony Heard Y ester- 
day—The Fatal Bottle—Court Scenes. 


DENVER, Coilo., Dec. 12.~Itis evident that 
the defense in the trial of Dr. Thomas 
Thatcher Graves for the murder of Mrs. Jos- 
ephine Barnaby, who died here last summer 
after drinking froma bottle of whisky sent 
from Boston, have twotheories in mind. One 
is that somebody other than Dr. Graves 
placed the arsenic in the bottlé of whisky, if 
the fact 1s established that she died from pol- 
son, and right here the speech of Mr. Furman 
in opening the case had a peculiar signifi- 
cance in its allusions to the Worrells. 

The otber and newest theory, and upon 
which they are now working, is that Mrs. 
Barnaby died from pneumonia and not from 
i effects of arsenic administered by the ac- 
cused or by any oneelse. The drift of their 
cross examination put to the doctors called 
for the State, has this purposein view. The

Dr. Bonesteel, who was on the 
stand last night when court adjourned, was 
the first witness called. The Cefense cross- 
examined him. The physician said that 
twenty-four hours was the average length of 
life after poisoning by arsenic, and that two 
grains was a fatal dose, Nevertheless he be- 
lieved that arsenic caused Mrs. Barnaby’s 
death, although she lived for five days. There 
could be no other reasonable theory that he 
saw for accounting for the fatal congestion. 
He made no mention of poisonin the death 
certificates because he was counseled not to 
do so lestthe prosecution might be jeopar- 
dized. An investigation had at that time 
been set on foot. He denied that be had 
told tfe Coroner that pneumonia was the 
cause of death and he authorized no one else 
to doso. Mrs. Barnaby, he averred, died in 
greatagony on the afternoon of Sunday, 

April 19 last, at 2 o’clork. 

Dr. Benjamin F. Gravitt, who was present 
on the pight the dose was taken, having ar- 
rived only balf an hour after Dr. Holmes, 
stated that he saw no symptoms of pneu- 
monia atall. The physician who conducted 
the autopsy, Dr. H. H. Bucknum, stated that 
he believed arsenic was the primary and con- 
gestion of the lungsthe immediate cause of 
death. The autopsy, he testified, developed 
more unusual and remarkable characteris- 
tics than any one he had ever witnessed or 
read about. 

Dr. Estridge was called as an expert for the 
State. He has beena pbysician for twenty- 
seven years, and was once a member of the 
faculty of the Jefferson Medical College at 
Philadelphia. He examined Mrs. Worrell, 
Sr., who drank an arsenic toddy with the de- 
ceased,and he found that she is still suffering 
from the effects of the poison. Seyeral of her 
toes have lost all feeling, the skin ts inflamed 
and othernerves are partly destroyed. He 
was of the opinion that arsenic was the 
cause of this condition. 

THE DEFENSE’S LINE OF ACTION. 

The cross-examination of Judge Furman, 
Dr. Graves’ attorney, construed with the 
claims of the opening speech, show plainly 
the line of defense. The history of the case, 
asthe defense’s witnesses will tell it next 
week, is outlined as follows: . 

The defendant, Thomas Thatcher Graves, 
was born onthe 29th day of January. 1841, 
and is now in his 5ist year. His father, 
Thomas D. Graves, was a prominent lawyer 
in Maine. At the age of 18 Dr. Graves accepted 
employment with the firm of Rufus Green & 
Co., and accompanied their manager, Mr. 
E. Hyams, to Zanzibar, an island on the 
eastern eoast of Africa, where the 
company had extensive factories. Dr. 
Graves remained there until 1863. 
when he returned. His brother was an aide- 
de-camp of Gen. Wortsell, and young Graves 
acted asa voluntary aid, without pay, dis- 
charging all the duties of a regular aid un- 
til February, 1964, upon the recommendation 
ot Gen. Wortsell, under whose eyes be had 
acted, asa reward for service, be was given 
a captain’s commission inthe Federal army.

A Delightful Assortment of Handsome

You 
look and look tillthe eye wearies—the brain 
reels-~you see balls and fish and turtles cut 
from rock-crystal, the seven gods of Japan, 
grotesque in old craikle, huge cases of gold 
lacquered objets @’ art, tables of old Sat- 
suma, rank upon rank of vases—marble, 
cloissenne, solid enamel; teapots by hun- 
dreds—in gold, in silver, in copper, bronze 
and iron, piles of brocades, as gorgeous as if 
they came out of the Arabian Nights, em- 
brolderies that are really needle paintings, 
other bolder ones that used to flash and 
rustle in the temples of the unpronounceable 
gods.

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SUGGESTIONS FOR TABLE NAPERY 


Which Will Interest Those Who Think of 
Christmas Gifts. 


Mrs. Barnes-Bruce, the expert on this topic 
so dear to every housewife, has no end of 
beautiful hints, any one of which is suitable 
for a holiday gift. A chat with the lady 
developed the following suggestions and 
facts: 

For every-day use a fine brocaded damask, 
embroidered only with initials or monogram, 
is the best selection. An embroidery design 
on brocade damask is not goodform. For 
more elaborate use an embroidered table- 
cloth ig in good taste. A plain satin damask 
with a hem, hand-stitched, measuring about 
two inches In depth, ischosen. This may be 
embroidered with aclose, thick border or 
scattered design in any delicate coloring— 
white, or white outlined with gold. A mono- 
gram or cipher may be added to this design. 
It should be farenough from the edge of the 
cloth to show on the table surface and should 
always have the base of the letters toward 
the edge. 

In regard to its location, it may be worked 
at each end of thecloth, or nearer the mid- 
die, each side the center mat. It ig also 
sometimes embroidered across the two seat- 
of-honor corners. The cipher, or monogram, 
should always be done in white, although it 
is allowable tooutline it in gold or in any 
delicate hue which may used in the

NEW YorK, Dec. i0.—To-day I sauntered 
through a big establishment filled with 
nothing but lamps, candiesticks, chandeliers 
and shades for them. Don’t ask me to de- 
scribe them. Multiply a riot of color by 
geometry run mad, flingin silk and lace and 
bronze and gilt, add China and crystal 
wrought in all conceivable shapes, and if 
your imagination is vivid enough you 
may get a faint idea of the gorgeous 
array. There were short lamps and 
tall lamps on standards, pedes- 
tals. vases; lamps in clusters, fairy lamps, 
“xo bDlin lamps—but never a one whose cost 
was less than $20, above which it ran into 
the hundreds. In a general way it was de- 
ducable that yellow is a long favorite for 
Shades. Atieast two-thirds of them were of 
yellow siik shirred, smocked, festooned over 
big pagoda frames and finished with pleated 
frills over which fell yellowlace. A few of the 
very handsomest had big pink crepe poppy 
etals intermixed with white silk muslin, 
jut shades of massed flowers—roses, lilies, 
sun-flowers, tulips,and so torth—that were 
S80 fashionable last year are this seasonina 
welcome minority. For sconce candles 
bunches of chrysanthemums make new and 
pretty shades.

Next door to the lamp man you find a curio 
collection from the land of the chrysanthe- 
mum, the Mikado’sempire. And sucha col- 
lection!

For you see, 
though she stands some ten inches high with- 
out her pedestal, she is all carved out of one 
solid it of tivory—and is _ possibly 
the largest erfect carving of 
that precious stu now existent. You 
look and look tillthe eye wearies—the brain 
reels—~you see balls and fish and turtles cut 
from rock-crystal, the seven gods of Japan, 
grotesque in old craikle, huge cases of gold 
lacquered objets qd’ art, tables of old Sat- 
suma, rank upon rank of vases—marble, 
cloissenne, solid enamel; teapots by hun- 
dreds—in gold, in silver, in copper, bronze 
and iron, piles of brocades, as gorgeous as if 
they came out of the Arabian Nights, em- 
brolderies that are really needle paintings, 
other bolder ones that used to flash and 
rustle in the temples of the unpronounceable 
rods, Altogether the _ coliection, whose 
gathering together must have been a labor 
oflove, represents a money value of at least 
a quarter millton. The collector ts a close 
friend and staunch partisan of Sir Edwin 
Arnold, whom I metinthe rooms, and who 
assured me upon his honor as a light of 
Asia now illuminating the barbarian West, 
that ‘‘nothing more beautiful ever came out 
of Japan,’’ or for that matter remained there 
to make the collector unhappy. :

Which Will Interest Those Who Think of 
Christmas Gifts. 


Mrs. Barnes-Bruce, the expert on this topic 
so dear to every housewife, has no end of 
beautiful hints, any one of which 1s suitable 
for a holiday gift.

The cipher, or mono m, 
should always be done in white, although it

The Joker of the Cabinet Talks About 
His Department. 


RAINMAKING, HOWEVER, IS A TENDER 
SUBJECT WITH HIM. 


He Says He Was Beguiled Into Believing 
That Rain Could Be Artificially Pro- 
duced—His Assistants Complain ofa 
Lack of Appropriations—Small Sala- 
ries for Scientific Men.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 9%.—President 

Harrisonis the head ef the Government at 
Washington; but the time wiil come, if it 
has not already arrived, when the Secretary 
of Agriculture will be recognized as repre- 
senting the economic thews and sinews of 
the country. Our farmers have just begun 
to make an important discovery—the discov- 
ery of themselves. ‘The expression and epit- 
ome of their power and interest are incar- 
nate in Secretary Rusk. Let them, therefore, 
strengthen his hands, for the greater they 
make him, and the larger the appropria- 
tions at his disposal, the richer and the hap- 
pier will these United States become, 

If you have read Charles Kingley’s great 
work of ‘‘Westward Ho, or the Advent- 
ures of Amyas Leigh,’’ you know what sort 
ofa looking man Secretary Ruskis. Heisa 
magnificent son ef Anak,6 feet 2 inches in 
height, broad-shouldered, stately, gemial, 
with clear blue eyes and aclear, ruddy com- 
plexion. He weighs, I suppose. about 250 
pounds, and looks strong enough to fella 
bullock with one blpwof hisfist. The white 
mustache and chin beard that sweep down 
on his breast only serve to show that age at- 
tacks himinvain. He is in every respect a 
fitting representative of the gigantic agri- 
cultural interests of America. Towering.vi- 
tality, intellectual grasp, sagacity and hu- 
mor glow and twinkle in his aspect. To hold 
converse With him is as refreshing as to 
spenda day on a great Western farm. No 
better piece of good fortune could befall the 
farmers thar tohave this man safely domi- 
ciled in the Department of Agriculture. And 
with such assistants as. Mr. Willetts, the as- 
sistant secretary, and Mr. Hill, the Chief of 
Records and Editing, not to mention the rest 
of the staff, it-is safe to say that whatever is 
not done for the benefit of farming interests 
cannot be done at all. 

**‘Come early!’’ wasthetipI had received 
regarding my visit to the Secretary.

Rusk himself is nothingif not prompt. He 
is uniformly the first to appear at the Cabinet 


meetings, and when on one occasion he

Our analysis of the grape disease in Call- 
fornia actually preserved the industry. our 
Forestry Division may have incalculable- 
effects, not only inregard to the timber itl 
self, but in the relation of forests to rainfal 
and climate, Our experiment stations area 
means of popularizing the teachings of scl- 
entific research more effective than any yet 
devised ; our chemical exposures of adultera- 
tion—

‘*Yes,’’ commented Mr, Rusk. ‘‘Now that 
mothers have gone out of the business of 
giving their own milk to their children the 
cow is gaining in importance. 

‘*Not only have we shown people that the 
quality of milk may be readily determined, 
but also that the price of milk should be 
gauged by quality, not quantity, In short, 
whatever we do here either adds directly to 
the wealth of the country or indirectly by 
pointing out what things should be avoided. 
And yet theamount of money given us by 
Congress is so ludicrously small in itself and 
s0 out, of proportion with the grants to 
ather appropriations that we are 
unable to accomplish atithe of the work in 
sight. It actually looked last yearas if we 
would not have money enough to publish and 
circulate some of. the most important results 
of our investigations; sothat the money and 
labor spent in making the investigations 
would have been thrown away. To-day we 
cannot get an appropriation to send men 
abroad to study agricultural conditions and 
processes there, and determine wherein we 
might advantage by them. Often valuable 
men do things forus, merely forthe love of 
science, and pay their expenses out of their 
own pockets. Atthetime of the Paris Ex- 
position a gentleman was appointed to 
gO out there to arrange and 
take charge of a part of our agricul- 
tural exhibit, and he was offgred $125 a 
month to doit. He declined. The matter of 
salaries is arranged ina fashion wholly Bap- 
hazard. You will see a woman stenographer, 
for example, who would receive $600 a year 
if she were employed by a business house in 
the city, given a salary of $1,400; while a 
man whose scientific attainments are of 
national value is paid $1,000. Sucha man 
was recently offered a salary of $5,000 by an 
institution outside. Of course he had to 
acceptit. There is no private firm, corpora- 
tion or institution in this country, employing 
the services of scientific men and specialists, 
that treats them inthe matterof pay so shab- 
bily as our men are paid by Congress. The 
chiefs of divisions in this department get the 
Salaries of boy clerks in a dry g oods store. 
‘*To call them chiefs of division is a misno- 
mer, if we understand by that that their 
duties are similar to those of chiefs of divis- 
ion in the other departments,’’ remarked 
Secretary Rusk. ‘‘Our menarenot subordi-

The connecting era 
of this undérground flow, which moves at 
only a moderate depth below the surface. is 
Vastly greater in some parts of the country 
than the true artesian flow. ‘‘in one way or 
another, there is no question asto what frri- 
gation is doing.’’ added Mr. Rusk, ‘‘Ten 
years ago p= f were saying that not eleven 
million acres of arable land remained east of 
the 100th meridian; to-day over fifty million 
acres have been taken up for farming.

**Is Congress, then, not generous in the 
Matter of appropriations?’’

People of that 
sort are not easily found onthis side. Pos- 
sibly, though, negro girls might be trained 
to do it. If so, it would partly solve the 
problem of how to employ that race. ’’ 

‘*‘What are the prospects of the linen in- 
dustry?’’ 

**We can make first-class material. There 
is ho reason why we shouldn’t make all our 
own linen goods, and as good as any we im- 
port now. Weare tolerably well rotected, 
and we should go ahead and build big fac- 
tories. If they’d only put a duty on hides, so 
as to make it worth our while to cure them 
—you could imagine, if you know what our 
cattle industry is, what a mine of wealth 
would be there,’’ 

‘*And how is sugar doing?’’ 

**Sugar is, comparatively speaking, all 
right,’’ was the cheerful reply. ‘‘Our exper!- 
ments have shown that sorghum can be 
treated so as to make it pay well; and we 
have determined the region where it can 
best be grown. The beet industry looks 
well, too; we have found out some points 
about the mother-beet that are of great im- 
portance, and have communicated them 
where they will do the most good. The 
southermost States can produce sugar cane; 
wel north-southern sorghum, and the rest 
beets,”’

We weighed anchor on this hopeful expedl- 
tion Thursday, April 8, about 9 in the morn- 
ing. It wasaday of splendid sun, excellent 
blueness of the sky and water, excellent 
' greenness of the impending woods; but the 
airs in the narrow anchorage were light and 
fickle. We were a long while berore we 
cleared Goat Island; a long while in the outer 
bay, plying to and fro across the great, olly 
swells and the great, cool, languid gush of 
air that entered by the harbor mouth. The 
fairway is here obstructed by a certain in- 
famous reef called the Whale Rock. It lies 
in three fathoms of water, so deep that all 
but the greatest of ships and waves pass un- 
harmed above, likea hunter over a fence. 
In all the time of our lingering about the 
anchorage, Whale Rock had given no sign, 
but lain close in its blue ambush; and rival 
pilots had debated its position. It was to 


| signals; a few transient lights of fishers, a 
few stationary in seaside houses; all at the 
water’s edge. The mountains rose above 
without a spark; their four inhabitants sat 
in the bush darkling, and perhaps remarked 
our lantern atsea, and envied us.

But 
the necessaries of life—whether of food or 
raiment—are luxuries at Fort Salisbury 
and costly in the extreme. Bread, meat, 
butter, Jam rises to impossible prices. Every 
day wagons keepcrawling in, their owners 
or inhabitants mete eee exhausted all 
their provisions, and the nourishment during 
the ensuing rainy season ofthis aiready nu- 
merous and dally increasing population will 
hardly tax and perhaps altogether exhaust 
the resources and the ingenuity of the ofi- 
clals of the Chartered company. 

THE GOLD FIELDS. 

My first inquiries were naturally directed 
towards ascertaining the extent and nature 
ofthe gold discoveries. Little could be 
learned. I knew almost as much before 
leaving London on this important matter as 
I did after a day passed at Fort Salisbury. 
Three gold districts at present attract the 
prospector: 1. Manica—Of this district noth- 
ing Is preeey known. Col. Penne- 
father and Mr. Selous, who have been there 
for some weeks, are expectedto be back at 
Fort Salisbury in a few days, and we may 
then learn something definite about this ter- 
ritory, which has been the subject of so much 
wild rumor and ofso much bitter dispute. 
2. The gold reefs on the Mazoo Kiver— 
These lie about twenty-five to thirty miles 
distant from Fort Salisbury, in a northeast- 
erly direction. A great any prospectors 
have been at work here, but all accounts of 
their discoveries and of their value were 
vague and uncertain; on the whole, however, 
not encouraging, a yield of from 1 ounce to #0 
pennyweights per ton being as much as was 
claimed for the best reefs. Some- 
thing very much better than this will 
be required here for a payable mine under 
present conditions. No deep shafts have yet 
been sunk, and the depth of the ore is un- 
known. .The regulation 30-foot hole has been 
dug on many claims, which of itself gives 
little or no information. Water has arrested 
deeper sinkings, and, strange to say, among 
all the mining plant brought into this country, 
including three or four stamp batteries, 
there is not to be found one single pump.

~ FURIOUS GALES. 


Heavy Storms at Sea Cause Shipwreck 
and Death. 


ENGLAND VISITED BY ONE OF THE 
WORST BLOWS ON RECORD. 


Immense Damageto Shipping—The British 
Isles Swept With Great Violence—A 
Circus Ship Lost Off South America—In 
the Pacific—Wreck Off the Coast of 
Norway. 

Lonnon, Dec, 12.—England has trequently 


been visited by severe storms, her geograph- 
ical position being such that she is particu- 


larly exposed to the gales coming in 
from the Atlantic or from the German 
Ocean, but not within the mem- 
ory of any of the inhabitants 
has the country been subjected to 


such long continued and heavy gales as 
have swept overthe lands within the past 
two orthree months. The storm which set 
in Wednesday night subsided fora time, like 
its predecessors which did such a vast 
amount of damage, but the diminution in 
the force of the gale was only temporary,and 
in a short time the wind began to increase in 
velocity and this afternoon was blowing 
with renewed vigor. 

The stormdoes not alone affect England. 
It is raging with equal violence in 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales, and the 
damage which has been done will amount 
to many thousands of pounds. The losses 
sustained by the destruction of telegraph, 
telephone and electric light lines are very 
heavy. The dagnage done by the preceding 
storms had hardly been repaired when the 
gale now prevailing set in. The result is 
thatthe polesand wires are again down in 
all directions. It is utterly impossible to 
communicate with many places by telegraph 
and of course the damage done at those 
places cannot now be stated. 


THE ROMAN WALL. 


WRECKAGE CAST UP ON THE ENGLISH COAST— 
WALLS GIVE WAY. 

LIVERPOOL, Dee. 12.—The gale has raged 
violently over this section of the country. 
Much wreckage is being cast up along the 
banks at the lower partof the River Mersey, 
and fears are entertained for the safety of 
the vessels which sailed from this port yes- 
terday. 

The furious gales and heavy floods have so 
weakened and undermined the ancient and 
massive wall by which the greater portion 
of the city of Chester is inclosed, that por- 
tions of the old Roman structure have sub- 
sided. 

The gale has swept many districts and 
caused much damage to property and Is flood- 
inganumberofrivers. The gale continues. 

The Norwegian mail steamer Frithjof has 
been wrecked off Haughesund, Norway. 

The reports which are being received, how- 
ever, bring many stories of wreckage and 
disaster. Along the coasts the small craft, 
fishing boats and vessels engayved in the 
coastwise trade are the principal sufferers. 
Many of these vesseis have been unable to 
claw off shoreand have been dashed upon 
the beaches, where heavy seas have soon 
broken them up. A dispatch from Cork 
states that four fishermen near Skibbereen 
were caught in the gale. 


A CIRCUS LOST. 

NEw YorK, Dec. 12.—Lowarde’s circus, a 
small one-ring affair which traveled 
through the Eastern States a yearor two ago, 
is reported lost offthe coast of South Amer- 
ica. Acyclone struck the schooner, which 


was completely wrecked, and the passengers 
were drowned, There were about twenty- 
five people attached to the circus, among 
them Martin Lowarde, a well-Kmown eques- 
trian, and one of the Misses Stickney. 


LOST IN THE PACIFIC. 

San Francisco, Dec. 12.—The bark Gen. 
Butler, which sailed from Port Gamble, 
Wash., Nov. 28 withacargo of 1,000,000 feet 
of lumber for the Puget Mills Oo., San Fran- 
cisco; was wrecked Dec. 8,100 miles south of 


Cape Argo. Capt. Parker anda boat load of 
men reached Cape Argo nearly dead from ex- 
posure. Another boat containing nine gai}- 
ors, in charge of Mate Willoughby, left the 
wreck at the same time, but has not been 
secn or heard from since. Itis feared that 
they are all lost. 


THOUSANDS OF COTTON RALES.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


How the Members Are Seated in the En- 
glish Lower House. 

The House of Commons has 670 members, of 

whom 495 represent England and Wales, 103 

Ireland, and 72 Scotland. It sits ina beautt- 


ful but not spacious chamber of oblong 
shape which !s devoted entirely to  legis- 
lative business and debate. The 
members are not provided with 


chairs and writing desks, asthe members of 
our legislative bodies are; they must do their 
writing ina comfortable reading-room near 
athand. Inthe House itself there are only 
cushioned benches, running the length of 
the hall, four rows, or tiers, rising one above 
another on each side ofa wide central aisle. 
The main doors to the House open at one 
end of this aisle; at the other end of the aisle 
which they face rises the canopied seat of the 
Speaker, below and in front of which are the 
Seats and tables of the clerks and a broad 
table running some distance down the aisle, 
holding, among other things, the boxes in 
which petitions are putand the great mace 
which is the symbol of the Speaker’s au- 
thority. Above the Speaker’s chair ts the 
gallery set apart for reporters; opposite his 
seat is a gallery reserved for special classes 
of visitors; on either hand are the galleries 
which, the Speaker’s permission being ob- 
tained, any one may enter. 

The benches of the Houseare not of suffi- 
cient sitting capacity to accommodate all the 
members; when they crowd intoit to heara 
great debate or to be ready for a critical vote 
many must stand, some are even forced to 
find placesin the galleries. But, inasmuch 
asafull attendance is exceptional, it has 
been thought better to keep the House small 
enough for business thanto make it large 
enough for comfort and convenience. 

After all, the real use of it is, not to seat 
the members, but to sift and discuss the pub- 
lic business, The purpose ofhaving a hall is 
to secure debate, not tofurnish a place to sit 
or vote simply, and the most efficient and 
fruitful discussion, oftentimes, is that which 
is informal and conversational, such as 
wculd be impossible in an immense chamber. 
If you are reaily going to understand the 
public business and subject itto a thorough 
talking-over, you must be content to sit close 
to your fellow-members and make it possible 
for common. place men with untrained 
voices, as wellas:for great orators, to ex- 
press their opinions easily and audibiy. 

When members arein their piaces they sit 
in party groups. The party which is in the 
majority sits onthe benches which rise to 
tl Speaker’s right, the minority on the 
benches opposite. There is a still further 
classification, also, always more or less for- 
mally and consciously observed. Narrow 
fisies, or ‘‘gangways’’ as they are called in 
the House, divide the rows of benches on 
either side intotwo sections. The Ministers 
sitonthe front bench immediately to the 
Speaker's right, having the long table that 
holds the mace and the petition-boxes before 
them; and on the front benches just opposite 
tothem sit the recognized leaders of the 
‘*‘Opposition,’’ that is, the minority. Dt- 
rectly behind the ministers usually sit their 
Stanchest supporters, the men whocan be 
counted on to speak and vote as they do; 
while direetly behind the leaders of the mi- 
nority opposite, sit the like ‘‘thick-and- 
thin’’ party men of the Opposition. 

All these are ‘‘above,’’ that is to say on the 
Speaker’s side of the gangways. Below the 
gangways on either side sit those who hold 
themselves more or less at liberty to vote 
against their party, in accordance with their 
own independent interests or opinions. Most 
of the Irish members, for example, now that 
the Conservatives are in Office, sit onthe 
benches below -the gangway on the Liberal 
side of the House. With this key to the usual 
arrangements, the marshaling of the party 
hosts for parliamentary battle is easily 
understood, 

The Cabinet—the Ministers, that is, chosen 
from the majority in the Commons and 
standing responsible to that House forthe 
conduct of the Government and the prog- 
ress and character of legislation—consists, 
according to circumstances, usually of from 
fourteen to sixteen members. These mem- 
bers are always either heads of executive 
departments or of distinct branches of the 
lic business, executive or  judl- 

There are eleven officiais who 
are always members of the Cabinet, namely, 
the First Lord of the Treasury,the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, the Lord Chancellor, the 
Lord President of the Council, the Lord Privy 
Seal, the five principal Secretaries of State 
(for home affairs, for foreign affairs, for the 
Colonies, for India and for war, and the First 
Lora of the Admiralty).

Why Archbishop Kenrick Has Never 
Applied for a Coadjutor, 


OFFICIALLY HE DOES NOT KNOW THAT 
A VACANCY EXISTS, | 


a 


The Real Reason for the Archbishop’s 
Objection to the Appointment by the 
Bishops of an Assistant—The Propa- 
ganda Showed Him a Discourtesy and 
He Will Uphold His Dignity. 


There will be no coadjutor bishop ap- 
pointed for the archdiocese of St. Louis for 
the present, and it isextremely improbable 
that any such anevent will occur as long as 
Archbishop Kenrick administers the affairs 
of the diocese. 

An outcome of the late jubilee ceiebration 
unanimously expected by both laymen and 
clergy was the appointment of a coadjutor. 
The coadjutorship failed to materialize, how- 
ever, and it can be stated authentically that 
the matter was not officially touched upon 
by the archbishops during the several meet- 
ings during jubilee week. This was contrary 
to general expectation, and the reason there- 
forhas been eagerly sought after. In the 
nature of things the appointment of an as- 
sistant to Archbishop Kenrick seems almost 
anecessity. Since the departure of Arch- 


bishhop Ryan to Philadelphia he has 
been obliged to perform unassisted 
the arduous duties of his diocese. 


This entails travel, and the performance of 
protracted ceremonies in administering 
holy orders and confirmation, which are far 
too tryingonamanof his advanced years, 
His colleagues inthe hirearchy feel that no 
matter how willing he may be to continue the 
active exercise of his Episcopal functions, he 
is really over taxing himself, and they are 
anxious that he should have an assistant. 
There is but one obstacle in the way, and 
thatis the Archbishop’s consent. It would 
be an unwonted proceeding to broach the 
matter officially, until the venerable metro- 
politan had expressly asked for a coadjutor. 
Until he so declares himself, the hands of his 
well-wishers are tied, so to speak. 

It is a well-known . fact that a great deal of 
persuasion has been brought to bear on him 
during the past year in regard tothe matter. 
Current report has itthat he finally ylelded, 
but withdrew his consent over night so that 
it may besaid nis opposition in the matter 
has been unyielding. His reasons have been 
a mystery to many. 

The Archbishop has always been known as 
amanwho never explains his motives for 
doing anything. His closeness of manner is 
wonderful. A sturdy spirit of self-reliance 
begot of greatness of character, has taught 
him tokeeplocked in his bosom the main- 
spring of his actions and the key to his 


thoughts. This trait of character 
is strikingly illustrated by the fact 
that not until three months ago 


was Cardinal Gibbons made aware of the 
true meaning of Archbishop Kenrick’s stand.

WAS NEVER NOTIFIED. 

The Metropolitan of St. Louis Is on his 
Gignity. That is a true statement of the 
case. 

The Archbishop Is conceded to be one of the 
greatest churchmen of theage. His position 
as such naturally renders him a great stickler 
for ecclesiastical etiquette. What he renders 
to others he expects for himself asa 
dignitary of thechurch. Rome fs as rigorous 
in her canons of politeness as she Is in canons 
of faith; the papal court is far more partic- 
ular in this regard than that of 
any continental sovereign; in every 
department of the Vatican correctness 
of form is established with exquisite exact- 
ness; yet on one occasion the Roman 
authorities committed a violent breach of 
ecclesiastical etiquette and unfortunately, 
Archbishop Kenrick was the victim oftheir 
mistake. 

It is customary in the'selection of the can- 
didate for the Archiepiscopal honors to con- 
sult the Archbishops of the entire country 


and their voice in the mat- 
ter carries great weight, When the 
Archiepiscopal see of Philadelphia 


became vacant the Propaganda began cast- 
ing about fora guitabie candidate, settled 
upon Rt. Rev. P. J. Ryan, the eloquent and 
talented coadjutor to the Archbisho 
of St. Louls, as the man mos 
fitted place. It was efminently 
‘proper that fn condagor the. involving the 


removal of his coadjetor the Metropoli of 
8t. Louts should have been consulted. More 
particulariy so when Bishop Ryan had been 
appointed coadjutor at the special request of 
Archbishop Kenrick, with the express un- 
derstanding that he was to succeed him on 
his death. Yet, it ls alle , this is exactly 
what the Propaganda failed to do. Arch- 
bishop Ryan’s a a gmap hom was promulgated 
and he was duly instalied, but Archbishop 
Kenrick is still waiting for notice 
from the Propaganda that his coadjator has 
been removed and transferred to another 
see. In order to understand Archbishop 
Kenrick’s position in the matter, it must be 
looked u from a purely official stand- 
point. Having ved no notice of his co- 
adjutor’s transfer, he is not aware that the 
ftion is vacant. e Spek Saas oe Seeee

wouldrelieve their embarrassment by ap- 
plying for a coadjutor, but those who know 
the Archbishop are aware of the futility of 
their hopes. The Propaganda discovered 
their mistake when it was too late to remedy 
it. Overtures have been made with the 
utmost ' delicacy, and a strenuous effort is 
now on foot.to close the breach. Men who 
understand Archbishop Kenrick’s feelings as 
a churchman and his tdeas on the subject of 
ecclesiastical etiquette feel that no matter 
what the cost, he will make no move to con- 
done a slight upon his ecclesiastical dignity. 
That is the explanation of the Arechbishop’s 
course In this matter, the reason why he has 
repeatedly refused to ask fora coadjutor. 
AN UNPROMULGATED DECREE. 

That Archbishop Kenrick was disposed to 
resent the slight cast upon him by not being 
consulted or notified in the promotion of his 
coadjuctor is indicated by his course in the 
Council at Baltimore, where he proposed and 
carried a resolution giving to the older 
priests of the diocese a voice inthe selection 
of bishops. His resolution which gave to 
irremovable rectors or priests in charge 
for ten years the power to 
vote on the selection of their 
Bishop was really a return to the original 
practice ofthe church. It wag embodied In 
the decrees of the council, but strange to say 
the Archbishop has never promulgated the 
decrees of the council in his diocese, sothat 
in the event of his death or the appointment 
of a coadjutor his priests could not avail 
themselves of the privilege which he himself 
procured for them. ‘ 

The manner of appointing bishops in the 
Roman church has beeg subject toa great 


deal of change. In the early ages of 
the church’s history both priests 
and people took a hand ine the 


election of bishops, their decision was con- 
firmed by thej metropolitan, and the matter, 
at one time, was not reférred to Rome. 
About the sixth century the temporal sover- 
elgns assumed the right of approving the 
prelate elect and Jater arrogated the right of 
nomination. From this resulted the cere- 
mony of investiture, which consisted in the 
sovereign presenting the nominated prelate 
with the ring and crozier, the emblems of his 
episcopal jurisdiction. The church always 
bitterly opposed these encroachments 
on her rivileges, and Gregory VII. 
abolished the ceremony of investiture In Ger- 
many, Spain and England between the years 
1213 and 1215. Investiture was not done away 
with completely for nearly acentury later.The 
nominating power then fell to the Chapters of 
Cathedral, which was nothing more thana 
body of the select priests of the diocese. 
Catholic rulers, however, have always exer- 
cised an influence in the appointment of 
bishops and archbishops. 

The Continental Governments even to-day 
have a voicein the matter, at least in as far 
as their approval is concerned. The church 
in America, which is looked upon in Rome 
as a missionary country, is uncer the juris- 
diction of the Propaganda, and bishops have 
heretofore been appointed at the suggestion 
of the bishops of the country. Archbishop 
Kenrick’s plan is in reality a return tothe 
old common law practice of the church, 

Under the decrees of the late council of 
Baltimore the manner in which a bishop is 
appointed its about as follows: When it is 
established that a bishop shall be appointed, 
the archbishop calls together the irremov- 
able rectors and consultors of the diocese im- 
mediately concerned. hey, after affirming 
that neither influence: nor favor will deter- 
mine thelr vote, choose by secret ballot the 
names of thrée from among their number 
whom they deem most wortoy. The one re- 
ceivingthe highest number of votes is en- 
titled dignissimus, the next dignior, and 
the third dignus. These names are 
then sent to the bishops of 
the province and the Propaganda. The 
bishops at a subsequent meeting discuss the 
names or others of thelrown choosing, a 
right which was conferred upon them by a 
decress of the propaganda, Jan, 2, 1861. If 
they reject the names presented by the clerg 
they must state their reasons to the Sacre 
Congregation. A statement of their deliber.- 
ations andthe three names finally selected 
are sentto the Propaganda, who make out 
the appointment. 

When there is a question of appointinga 
eg ot eee with the right of succes- 
sion, the form of procedure is somewhat dlif- 
ferent. The metropolitan who desires a co- 
adjutor first obtains permission from the 
Propaganda to have an assistant. He then 
calls together the priests who have had 
change of parishes for ten years. The matter 
is not left entirely to them, but the archbish- 
op uses his rerogative of suggesting or 
plainly intimating the names of those whom 
he especially favors for the office, His wishes 
are complied with and the names then go be- 
fore the bishops andare senton with their 
opinions to the Propaganda. When the 
selection has been made at Rome, the nomin- 
ation is conveyed secretly to the archbishops 
of the entire country and must receive their 
unanjmous and unqualiffed approval, in 
which event itis approved by the Pope and 
made public. 

This method of procedure, though now the 
oe custom throughout the country, 

oes not prevail in this diocese owing 
to the allure of th Archbishop 
to romulgate the decrees of 
the Baltimore Council. His reason for not 
doing sois his advanced age. It would re- 
quire a young and active man to look after 
the various changes in ecclesiastical proced- 
ure which the promulgation of the decrees 
would necessitate. The Archbishop has paved 
the way for these great results, the accom- 
pliishment of which he will leave to his suc- 
cessor; the promulgation of the decrees, the 
building of a cathedral, the money for which 
the Archbishop has accumulated, and the es- 
tablishment of a theological seminary. All 
this might have been accomplished long ere 


this had his coadjutor been left to him.

School Board Attorney Stark at Work 
on the Contests. 


BOTH SIDE3 PRESENT THEIR ARGU: 
MENTS THROUGH THEIR COUNSEL, 


O’Connell and Brady Trying to Make Cap 
ital Out of the Inability of Eurke and 
Dellacella to Get Personal Service—The 
Hartnett Protest Also Discussed—Mr, 
Rassicur Speaks His Mind Freely. 


School Board Attorney Clas. B. Stark de- 
voted several hours yesterday afternoon th 
his office on Fourth street hearing the argu- 
ments on all sides of the contests that have 
been referred to him. At the last meeting of 
the board objections were presented to the 
consideration of all the contests. Directors 
O’ Connell and brady raised the 
points that they had not been personally 
served and that the board had no right to 
consider the contests, that the courts alone 
had jurisdiction, . 

Director Fisse said the sweeping claim 


of Defeated Candidate Hartnett that 
none of the at-large directors 
were elected should not be considered 


because there had been no service and that 
the entire protest did not possess a shadow 
of merit to warrant its consideration. All 
the objections were referred to Attorney 
Stark for his investigation and report. He 
notified all concerned that he would give 
them a hearing and yesterday afternoon was 
set apart for that purpose. At 2 o'clock his 
office was well filled with contest- 
ants, contestees ana thelr counsel. In 
the gathering were Directors Brockman, 
Holthaus, Brady, O’Connell, Assistant 
Counselor and ex-Director Macklin, Stephen 
Deliacella and Attorneys Henry D. Laughlin, 
representing Brady, Shepley & Lionberger, 
for Dellacella, Judge Krum for O’Connell, 
Leo Rassieur for Thos. J. Burke and John B. 
Dempsey for Hartnett. 
HEARD ALL SIDES. 

Dempsey was the first speaker. He insisted 
that the service on Directors Fisse, Brock- 
man, Huttig, Blair and Hequembourg was 
sufficient. The service, he explained, con- 
sisted in leaving coples of the petition 
at the offices of the directors whose right to 
sit in the board had been 
questioned by Mr. Hartnett. He said the law 
was clear in the premises and that the ser- 
vice should be accepted as sufficient. 


Mr. Rassieur next addressed the 
School Board attorney in be- 
half of Thomas I. Burke, who 


is contesting O’Connell’s seat. Mr. Rassieur 
went at O’Connell and Brady without gloves, 
He deprecated the disposition of these mem- 


bers to obstruct the contest proceedings 
by resorting to practices that were 
most contemptible.

THE SITUATION IN THE LEADING MAR- 
KETS OF THE COUNTRY. 


Wheat Failn to Bullon the Crop Report— 
Corn and Oats Advance and Fall Back 
—¥Flour and Cotton Markets—Chat From 
’Change and the Street.

The Government crop report is out and according 
to it thé average condition of winter wheat on Dec. 1 
was 85.3, or 10 points lower than ever before re- 
ported at this seasonof the year. Yet despite this 
exceptionally poor report. and the condition of the 
surplus States is much lower than 85, the 5.000,- 
000 bu decrease in available supplies in this 


week of 6,000,000 bu in wheat and flour, May wheat 
closed yesterday exactly where it finished off the 
Saturday before—at 98lec. It did sell upto $1.00% 
Friday on the Government report, but the market 


had no snap and soon settled back. The failure of | 
the market to bull on the low crop condition has | 


reawakened all the bearish instincts of the pro- 
fessional tradg. The majority of them 
can now see but one side, and that is the short side, 


and the natural result is heavy short selling that | 


will und oubtedly bring about a largely oversold mar- 
ket, if the present conditiens continue. It ts just 
such markets as we have been having of late that 
emboldens tho bear traderand leadsto his putting 
out dangerously large lines of short wheat, 
they are usually put out on soft spots and declining 
markets, they are consequently extra dangerous. 
The absence of freign buying on this side and 
dullness and heaviness of foreign markets, which 
are probably as much due to the nearness of the hol- 
iday season and the turn of the year, 
as to over-supplies and lack of demand, 
are just now the most potent influences. They 
lead the American speculator to believe that Europe 
has loaied up with more wheat than their require- 
ments call for, and that a goodly portion of ft will 
have tobe unloaded. This belief has been enter- 
tained every now and then ever since the foreigners 
began buying wheat in this country this season. They 
would have to dump their Aug. and Sept. purchases, 
the bears asserted, but they did not, except an occa- 
sional load orcargo that was probably sold out for 
effect. Then their enormous Dec .purchases were 
bound to break their backs and would have to be 
thrown over. This was the way the bears talked and, 
for that matter, still talk, aud this country is weekly 
shipping to Europe in wheat and “flour the 
equivalent of 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 bu. That 
doesn’t look as though the foreigners were re-sell- 
ing. This heavy drainof wheat from this country 
will tell before the season ends, but while supplies 
in sight continue large, the European markets stag- 
nant and the foreigners hold off from fresh pur- 


chases it will be difficult to restrain bear and arouse 


bullenthusiasm. As stated above, the effect of the 
Government crop report on the market was most dis- 
appointing, but the crops’s poor condition is there 
and will be felt many a time and oft through the 
winter months. The American crop is going into the 
winter in unusualiy bad shape, and in no condition 
t all to stand very severe weather, and 
as the acreage is smaller’ than that of 
1891, aconsiderably smaller yield than the last Is 
assured, Latest advices from other countries are by 
no means favorable either. In England there has 
been excessive moisture, and the crop was unfavor- 
ably affected; Germany has fairly good conditions; 
but the North of France and. Buigaria, Hun- 
gary and Roumania complain of unfavorable condi- 
tions, andin South Russia «the prospects are bad.

Taking the 
official figures of the crops of 1887 to 1890 inclusive, 
the total wheat, rye, oats and barley average 
186,000,000 ars per annum, while the exports

ing the home consumption of wheat, rye, oats and 
barley 150,000,000 ,qrs, which figure is rather be- 
low what the Russidn Government estimates to be 
the home requirements of Russia. Now the present 
year’s crops of these four articles is only 146,340,000 
qrs, of which over 9,000,000 qrs have been exported 
since Aug. 1, leaving an apparent total of about 
137,250,000 qrs of wheat, rye, barley and oats to 
supply requirements, which usually average at least 
150,000, ¢ qrs. These are the data which have no 
doubt induced the Russian Government to proceed to 
the extreme measure of prohibiting exports 
of all articles’, and at the same time lead to 
the expectation incommercial quarters that Russia 
may really become an importer of grain before next 
harvest. Ina country like Russia the extent of the 
reserves of grain mustalways be a matter of con- 
jecture; but the fact remains that while the three 
last crops of wheat (inciuding the present year) have 
yielded asurplus of only 20,000,000 quarters, the 
actual exports since Aug, 1, 3889, have reached a 
total of 29,000,000 quarters, thus showing that 
there has been a sovere drain on reserve stocks.

A very interesting article will be foundin the last 
issue of the Florida Dispatch, Farmer and Fruit 
Grower froin the pen ofthe editor, with the caption 
‘*‘\ Word to Commission Men.’’ The writer says 
one of the worst features the growers have to meet 
is the long waitfor their returns. He states many 
commission men hold back sales or returns when the 
prices were low so as not to discourage further ship- 
ments, and wait for another shipment before mailing 
returns toshippers. He says, apart from the fact 
that the man needs his money badly, the practice is 
unjust, unfair and discreditable, and naturally 
shakes the confidence ofthe shipper. The reducing 
of the high price sales to swell and make more pre- 
sentable the poor sales-——-robbing Peter to pay Paul— 
is another great injusiice, and offers no reward for 
meritorious work. Hesays if the commission man 
wants to combat the auction system, that is the 
worst — that could be taken—encouraging the 
shipper of poor fruit by giving him more than it was 
worth, and at the expense of the producer of a su- 
perior article, destroying the individuality of. the 
shipper.

They are men of the world; they go and come, see- 
ing all classes and conditions of men, and they ought 
to have that breadth and liberality which travel 
gives to nen of generous intellect,’’

The change 
from cassimeres to cheviots and the low 
State of foreign markets coupled together 
are still too heavy a weight for fine wools 
and they are likely to continue bent down for 
some time yet.

NEWS FROM THE MINES, 


ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE GREAT 
CARBONATE CAMP. 


The Leases of the Gordon Gold Mine—Drill- 
ing Suspended in the Ohio Bonanza— 
Progress of Work in the Small Hopes— 
Local Mining Notes. : 


LEADVILLE, Colo., Dec. 12.—The celebrated 
Gordon gold mine has been leased to respon- 
sible moneyed men whointend putting the 
mine in perfect shape, building additional 
milling facilities and developingthe vein to 


the utmost extent. This cannot but place 
the mine among the best gold producers in 
the State. The drilling in the Ohio Bonanza 
of the New England Co. has been temporarily 
suspended on account of the drill becoming 
fastinthe hole. They are down about 600 
feet, and itis rather awkward for them to 
have sucha thing happen, though without 
doubt this will only take a few days to 
remedy. 

The Small Hopes people are pushing their 
drift from the 800-foot level to the Emmet 
shaft, as later developments in the Adams 
overfiow and Agassiz show that the big 
ore chute cuts through that ground.

BEAUTIFUL JAPAN. 


Sir Edwin Arnold's Poetic Lecture on an 
Oriental People. 


Sir Edwin Arnold’s lecture on* ‘‘Japan,’’ 
delivered yesterday afternoon at the Exposi- 
tion, was heard by a large and select anpdi- 
ence in which ladies predominated. The 
lecture was entirely informal, not having 
Deen arranged beforehand, and the distin. 
guished lecturer spoke without notes, hav- 
ing, as he said, the material tor his remarks 
‘‘in petto,’’ or kept in his bosom, asa free 


translation of the Italian phrase would read. 

Despite this lack of preparation, however, 

the le¢ture was pecullarly delightful, and it 
was piainily to be seen that with such a con- 
gellal topic to handle the great English poet 
was in his element. 

The lecture treated of Japanin its beauties 
of scenery, its distinctive development in 
art,the character of its people,their grace and 
delicacy of manner, the old poetry now form. 
ing the charm of Japanese literature, and the 
strength of the Japanese national character 
under its genial lacquer of almost exagger- 
ated courtesy. In speakingof the Japanese 
asa people, Sir Edwin sald that their great 
attractiveness lay inthelr marvelous inher- 
itance ofa gentleness and finished elegance 
of manner that made social intercourse with 
them full of a most quaint and 
exquisite charm. The Japanese first 
principle of courtesy insisted on a 
torgettrulness and obliteration of 
self anda magnifying of the importance of 
those with whom one was thrown in contact, 
which was observed even in their forms of 
salutation and ordinary inquiry. The one 
addressed was invariably referred to in the 
most exalted and flattering phrase, while the 
speaker would referto himself by using the 
commonest and most unobtrusive 
pronoun possible to the Japanese 
language. The underlying principle of 
this was the great rule of all 
true courtesy, which dictates at least the as- 
sumption of a belief that others are worthy 
of, and should receive, more consideration 
than one’s self. The Japanese abasement of 
self in intercourse with others did not arise 
from weak or undeserving characters. They 
wereas manly a race as one could wish to 
see, brave and self-reliant and make 
excellent soldiers. Their sweetness of 
inanner and studied consideration 
for the feelings of others would 
be a good model, the lecturer thought, 
formany other natiops to follow, It would 
wonderfully soften the present ‘‘grind’’ of 
existence, which was unnecessarily harsh, 
selfish, unlovely and forbidding. Sir Edwin 
believed that the ‘‘Japanese manner’’ could 
easily become an American characteristic, 
because, he said, **‘Americans, I reaily Dbe- 
lieve, have the sweetest nature of any people 
on earth.’ The only trouble was that now, 
for Te) long a time, the American 
spirit of independence had been fost- 
ered on the principle that Americans 
areas good as anybody, and better than 
most people, that it would be hard to pre- 
vent that spirit ‘‘cropping out’’ in ordinary 
intercourse. 

The lecturer’s treatment of the subject of 
Japanese art was particularly appreciative, 
and from that he drifted to Japanese Ilitera- 
ture. ‘‘There is no national Nterature of to- 
day worthy of the name,’’ said Sir Edwin, 
‘* put in their ancient martial 
poetry the Japanese have a mine of 
literary wealth It is peculiarly 
fascinating and stirring, and it has that dis- 
tinctive national spirit and color which 
should mark the poetry of every people, and 
distinguish it as the literature of one 
especial nation. 

The lecture also treated of the Japanese 
love of nature as a mark of the gentle nation- 
al character, and Sir Edwin Arnold drew 
some winning and poetic pictures of Japan 
ese out-door festivals and observances of the 
many holidays that invariably draw the peo- 
ple out among trees, blossoms and birds. The

also received attention, and the question of

WANTED TO BE A DUKE. 


The Story of John Anderson’s Ambition 
Told in Court. 

NEW YorK, Dec. 12.—On Mondaythe judi- 
cialattemptto answer the question, ‘‘Was 
John Anderson sane when he signed his last 
will and testament?’’ will be resumed in the 
Supreme Court in Mrs. Laura V. Apple- 
ton’s suit against the New York Life Insur- 
ance Co. to establish her claimto a fifth in- 
terestinthe Plaza Hotel site, now on trial 
before Justice Patterson and a jury in part3 
The will directs that 
$50,000 be Invested in bonds for the daughter’s 
benefit. Old friends and business asso- 


ciliates will be called on the 
question of thelr dead friend’s sanit 
Felix McOloskey in his testimony toldofa 
Anderson in 1870, in which 
$1,000,000 to his daughter 
Laura, $100,000 to the Roman Catholic Orphan 
Asyium, $5,000 to the Little Sisters of the 
Poor, and $5,000 eachtothe witness and Mr. 
Girod. This will was destroyed in 1880. 

He also told of Anderson’s many threats to 
commit suicide and of his violent abuse of 
his wife, Anderson, according to witness, 
on one occasion referred to his wifebya 
vile name, and said that he was glad he was 
rid ofher;that she wasan improper person 
when he picked herup onthe streets in Bos- 
ton and that he had never married her. He 
told the witness that his dead wife had vis- 
ited him in spirit form and assured him that 
she was happy and at peace. Anderson was 
also under the impression that pirates from 
1 apaged s Bay were following him to kill 
iim. 

Anderson desired to ant Garibaldl an 
annual pension of $5,000, but the witness in- 
duced him tocut the amount down to $2,500 
and that sum wasremittedto Garibaldi an- 
nually from 1889 untiia few years before his 
death. Andersontold the witness that he 
pee partially effected a scheme by whith 

(saribaldi was to sweep the Papal States. 
Piedmont and Austria, and a form of gov- 
ernment modelec after that of the United 
States, but retaining tities of nobility, and 
thathe and the witness wereto be made 
dukes if the scheme was accomplished. The 
witness was to bring influence to bear on the 
American hierarchy and Iaity through his 
kinship with Cardinal McCloskey to bring 
about an alllance between the Pope and 
Garibaldi as against King Victor Emmanuel 
and Count Cavyoar. 

The witness said that Anderson tokl him he 
had seen the spirit of Mary Rogers, who had 
been a clerk tn his tobacco store and was af- 
terward murdered. The spirit, Anderson 
said, told him who murdered her and said 
that she had been taken fromthe Battery to 
Weehawken tina boat and murdered there, 
Anderson refused totell the names on the 
ground that it was a spiritual secret. 

The witness will be cross-examined on Mon- 


day.

SPRINGFIELD, Dec. ,12.—Ace Matthews’ 
friends here say that it wasa desperate deed 
for that gentleman tocome all the way from 
Washington and go plunging around the State 
in the manner he did with the hope of becom- 
ing a candidate for Governor. His only 
chances lay in hisimagination. Whata plen- 
tiful supply of criticism he must have carried 
back with him tothe national capital. And 
once there he was surrounded by his friends 
and advisers, and they told him he had better 
keep out of the struggle, and that the State 
was already torn up by bitter dissensions in 
the Republican party, andthatifhe didnot 
desire to add more fuel tothe flame he had 
better quietly draw his salary in Wash- 
ington and leave alone the political affairs 
of lilinois. And the outcome of this advisory 
consultation clearly demonstrates’ that 
Matthews has a great head. He babbied 
little during his peregrinations through the 
State, simply because the further he went, 
the more discouraging it became. Fifer will

Fifer 
is fighting with Tannerand Tanner is growl- 
ing with everybody else because he seems to 
think thatthe grip he hadon the bossism of 
the State is being gradually relaxed. And 
then take a glance at Cullom. For sometime 
back-a huge effort has been made by his 
friehds tocreate the belief that he was still 
thought of politically inthis State. Itis not 
true. So there tis Cullom and Tanner and 
Fiferand Matthews, and the goodness only 
knows how many others, all fighting for 
precedency and recognition. Even Long 
Jones isnotexempt. He, too, is in bad odor 
with many inthe party and many of the 
members would like tosee him relegated to 
the demnition bow-wows. 

When the Republican editors met here the 
other day, wimt did they do? Nothing. 
There wasn’teven a suygestfon made that 
was worthy of consid¢ration. They eiected 
officers and left for their homes; and in IooK- 
ing over them assembled in the State-house 
one couldn’t heip wondering what théy were 
here for. _Itis probably asad thingtosay of 
the fraternity, but a more dazed set of men 
never perhaps- met in this city. The oniy 
thing tha: had any point to it was the ad- 
journment.

JUDGE CLARK EXPELS AN ABUSIVE 


OWNER AND HIS HORSES. 


A Good Attendance and Excellent Sport 
—Garfiela Park Closes With a B 
Demonstration by the Police—Ths 


Stakes for the St. Louis Jockey Cluk, 


Meeting—General Turf Matters. 


There was some excitement at the South 
Side Park yesterday. Immediately after the 
race, G. Kennedy, who has been running 
bis stable at the track for some time past, 
appeared on the course directly opposite the 
judges’ stand and commenced to abuse 
Judge Clark and Starter Creveling and every- 
one connected with the track, in the most 
scandalous manner. He was especially 
severe on Starter Creveling and Judge Clarke 
ruled Kennedy and his entire stable off the 
track and ordered him to remove his prop- 
erty instantly. The whole trouble arose over 
the way the horses were started. Kennedy’s 
entry, Bald Eagle, who Is considered one of 
the most vicious animals at the track, caused 
no end of trouble to Starter Creveling. Jockey 
Thorpe, who was riding the horse, used 
every means in his power to control the 
brute, but it took nearly forty minutes to get 
the field off. Bald Eagle, it is claimed, got 
away wellupinthe front, but soon dropped 
behind and was never in the race, Cold Deck, 
the favorite, winning in a close finish from 
‘Puente, with Minnie Walker third. 
Bald Eagle failed to finish one, two, 
three, when the result was announced 
Kennedy appeared on the track in a terribly 
worked-up condition, and opened up his 
tirade against everyone connected with the 
park. 

The second event was regarded as Joseph- 
ine Cassidy’s special property. She went to 
the post selling at 2 to 1, but Peregal, who 
closed at 8 to 1, jumped tothe front at the 
start, and under the skillful piloting of 
Jockey English }was never headed, winning 
easily. The mare, (Cassidy, ;secured the 
place, while St. Paul galloped in third. 

In the third event, Iago, who closed at § to 
1, passed under the wire a winner by a nose 
from Catoosa, the favorite. The fourth race 
presented the best field of the day. Starter 
Caldwell, Jockey Tommie McGee’s horse, 
who just arrived from Chicago, was weil 
liked and started outat even money. He 
was plugged down to 7 to 10, and 
closed at 8 to 6. McGee rode _ his 
horse and won from George Brown. 
Glessner came in third. The last race was 
the most excitingoftheday. JohnG., who 
bas been doing some first-class work of late, 
was looked upon by the talent to have a sure 
thing, and they backed their judgment 
heavily. The result was that he closed at 4 
to5. Pat King, at 4 ito 1, beat him ina neck 
and neck finish. |

Failure of the Black Bean Crop Follow 
| _ by Famine. a 


DEMAND MADE BY THE PEOPLE FORA 
REPEAL OF CORN DUTIES. 


A Serious Condition of Affairs—Action 
Taken by State Authorities—Price of 
Corn Doubled—Famine Riots Quicken 
the Action of the Government—Duties 
Must be Repealed, ~ 


MEXICO, Dec. 12.—Mexico is under the} 


shadow of famine. This is a startling state- 
ment when the fertility of the solland the 
salubrious climate are considered. Never- 
less the failure of the corn and black bean 
crops will be followed by literal starvation 
unless something is done to relieve the dis- 
tress. So alarming have the prospects be- 
come that Congress has been petitioned to 
remove the tax oncorn fora time sufficient 
to enable this country to replenish her lean 
granaries out of the plenitude of the United 
States stores. 

The authorities of the State of Jalisco have 
been stimulated to energetic action by fam- 
ine riots. In other States proclamations have 
been raised. Jalisco took the initiative in 
asking the National Congress to remove the 
duty on American corn, she was imme- 
diately followed by Sacatecas, where an out- 
break was threatened. In Zacatecas the 
church authorities announce that they have 
several thousand dollars toinvest in corn if 
they can purchase it at the usual rates, while 
the jefe politico (political chief) has 
$4,000 for the same purpose. At 
Cordoba, in the State of Vera 
Cruz, Senor Louis F. Gonzalez, the biggest 
coffee exporter in the country, is willing to 
invest $10,000 in corn if he can procure itata 
price that will enable him to serve it out to 
the poor at the usualrate. Inthe same city 
Senor J, Montero, a wealthy ranchero, is also 
anxious to purchase corn to retail at a reason- 
able rate tothe poor. The question of black 
beans is out of the question for this reason, A 


year ago they were considered dearat$l2 a 
cargo of 400 pounds, but at present the supply 
is not sufficient to meet the demand of those 
who will willingly pay from $26 to $30. Corn 
has advanced 100 percent, the original sell- 
ing price being $5 a cargo of 350 pounds. 
There is plenty of breadstuffs in the coun- 
try, but nothing can replace the Diack bean 
and corn. Even among well-to-do people 
these two are staple. Only by repealing the 
oe American corn can the people be 
saved. ;

THE GUN, 
JACK BREWER AGAIN DEFEATED BY ED 
PULFORD—A GREAT MATCH. 


WOODLAND Park, L. 1., Dec. 12.—Over 1,000 
Persons were down from New York to-day 
to witness the Brewer-Fulford shooting 
match for the championship of the world. 
The contestants, Capt. John F. Brewer and 
Ed Fulfora, are acknowledged to be twoof 
the best shots in America. To-day’s match, 


which was at Woodland Park, was the out- 
come of a series of three matches shot by 
these two men at Marion, N. J., last month. 
Fulford won two of’ the matches and 
Brewer one. In the first two of these 
matches all previous records were broken. 
In the first match Fulford killed 100 straight 
birds to Brewer’s 99. In the second Fulford 
killed 99 to Brewer’s 98, and in the third Ful- 
ford’s gun broke, so they tied at 94 birds 
each. Brewer won the shoot-off at 25 birds, 
sothe match was given to him, although 
Fulford won the series or contest, taking two 
of the three matches. Men interested in 
pigeon shooting from every part of 
the country were here to-day. There 
was a good [deal of betting 
on the contest. Fulford seemed tp be a slight 
favorite. Brewer had implicit confidence in 
himself, however, and no amount of adverse 
betting could cast him down. Fulford had a 
new Greener rifle on which he pinned his 
faith. Hesaidto-day that he was going to 
bring down 245 birds out of 250 with it. The 
complainthas been bitter that a match of 
such importance should be heltiin such an 
out-of-the-way place. ‘he conditions of 
to-day’s match wer as follows:

THE SAD HAVOC IT HAS RECENTLY 
WROUGHT IN ST. LOUIS. 


How It Can Be Met and Conquered—An 
Item of Interest to All. 


The recent great conflagration, resulting in 
the destruction of Famous, Sonnenfeld’s, 
Penny & Gentles’, besides other fires of less 
importance, have caused the mind of the av- 
erage citizen to ask if there is not some pre- 
ventive of fires that can be placed within 
the reach of all at short notice.

NEw York, Dec. 12.—Unless there are some 
explanations, denials or apologies soon, the 
New York & New England Railroad will 
probably have a damage sultfor a recent 
accident. 

Edward H, Rath, areal estate dealer, was 
a passenger on the Pullmancar Midland, 
burned in the East Thompson ((Conn.) disas- 
ter, Dec. 4. A gold watch belonging to Mr. 
Rath and human bones were discovered in 


the ashes, and as he had not been heard from 
and the other three passengers in the Pull- 
man were accounted for, his friends naturally 
assume that he is dead. He has been 
mourned for by his wifeand family, who re- 
side at Flushington, L.I1., and his brother, 
Henry C. Rath, has taken charge of his busl- 
ness. 

A morning paperon the 10th inst. received 
a dispatch from Boston saying that the New 
York & New Engiand RKalliroad officially de- 
nied that Mr. Rath was dead, The company 
claimed the watch and bones had been placed 
in the wreck by Rath’s friends. It was also 
stated that the family had refused to furnish 
a picture of the missing man, and that if a 
claim for indemnity is made a warrant for 
the arrest of the missing man would be issued 
and ali concerned prosecuted for con- 
spiracy. 

Mr. Henry C. Rath, a brother, when shown 
the message, said: 

‘*This is a gratuitous and unmerited insult 
to both the deadand the living. We have 
not asked the railroad company for a cent 
and it is simply a scheme on its part to try 
and frighten us into not doing soatall. Why, 
the judgment we could obtain is nothing to 
us. While not what you would call a very 
wealthy man, my brother was comfortably 
well off outside his business, and that is 
worth $25,000 a year. 

‘*Take the circumstances of his death. He 
had a passionate love for flowers, and at his 
home in Flushing had a greenhouse, where he 
raised the choicest varieties. At the time of 
the accident he was on his way.to see R. T. 
Lombard of Wayland, Mass., who grows rare

after he leftfor the depot. He wasto have 


| been back Saturday, but be neither returned 


nor did he go to Mr. Lombard’s. This and 
the finding of the watch and bones in the 
wreck is all we know about the death.

Young Mr. Rath intimated that if any legal 
means coulll be found to punish the railroad 
officiais for defaming his brother’s memory 
they would be promptly reso to. 

The evidence showing that Mr. Rath was on 
the train is that of the Long Island Road 
ticket agent at Fiushing, the colored porter 
of the caranda passenger who was talking 
with Mr. Kath at the time of the collision.

It has been the fashion among a 
certain ciass of English society people 
to ‘take up’ American artists. Anything 
that was American was the fashion, 
and for the time anything that 
was American seemed to be amusing. 
The American women who have gone to Lon- 
don forthe purpose of entertaining have, I 
think, usually created the impression that 
they represented the best of American talent. 
There was no one to dispute their claims. If 
alady appeared advertising herself as the 
greatest whistler in America the English 
people were willing to believe that she was 
| the greatest whistler and therefore very well 
worth going to hear. 

‘*The fad has toa greatextent diedout. I 
think that an American woman who goes to 
England now for the purpose-.of appearing 
before the public will need to do something 
that is instructive rather than merely amus- 
ing. English women are coming to the front 
Ma rapidly.’’ 

The result of Lady Somerset’s two months 
travel inthis country is that she is much 
pleased with Americans. She thinksitisa 
good thing to be an American citizen, she 
says. She doesn’t bDilame those who are for 
being proud of it.

Beginning of a Conflict Which May Em- 


broil All Europe. 


SIR EDWIN ARNOLD POINTS OUT THE 


SIGNIFICANCE OF THE INCIDENT. 


Supremacy in the East the Great Stake at 
Issue—Importance of the Pamir Plateau 


From # Military Point of View—Results 


of Russia’s Constant Agression—What 
Great Britain Will Do-—Talk of Lon- 


don. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—The Cossack of to-day 
quite as much as in days when the great 
Napoleon made his famous prediction in re- 
gard to that race, is an important and dils- 


turbing factorin European politics. At the 
close of an ordinarily dull and uninteresting 
week for England comes the news of a small 


encounter, apparently insignificant in Itself, 


which occurred in the almost unknown'region 
of Pamir—the disputed territory for whose 
possession both England and Russia are 
struggling—which may lightjthe camp-fires of 


a field of battle that may possibly embrace 
all Europe. The subject is being discussed 
by everybody in London, and its 
full significance as far as England is con- 
cerned is fully appreciated. The news was 
somewhat of a surprise to the public at large, 
and it was looked upon as merely a small 
affair atthe outposts. But those who are on 
the inside are aware of the fact that this is 
merely the opening of a game which is vastly 
important and which 1s being played be- 
tween England, Russia and China, and the 
stake at issue is Eastern supremacy. 

In prominent political circles here this 
struggle in far India is regarded as certain 


to bring about one important result, and 


that is that Great Britain must insist upon a 
promptand decided settlement of the dis- 
puted Pamir question as well asa modifica- 
tion of the demands made by Russia in con- 
nection with the boundary line. 

NEWS OF A BATTLE CONFIRMED. 

Later dispatches from Calcutta, re- 
ceived this morning confirm the 
news of the capture of a fort near Gilgil, the 
_most advanced British agency on the frontier 
near Pamir. The later telegrams also con- 
firm the gallantry of Capt. Aylamere and 
Lieuts. Boiseragan and Babcock, who led 
the storming party. The interpreters of the 
official code message, however, made a slight 
mistake asto the fort captured. The first 
message said that the tribesmen of Ihmsa 
and Mirrar, supposed to be instigated by 
Russian agents, were threatening Fort 
Chaltnel Giigil, onthe Ihmsa branch ofthe 
Indus. The second dispatch said that the 
fort had been captured on Dec, 2 by a force 
under Col. Durand, who, with Capt. Ayla- 
mere and Lieut. Pabcock, were severely 
wounded, and other officers, including Lieut. 
Gordon had been slightly wounded. 

It now appears that the place captured was 
Fort Nilta ‘on the same river and between 
Gigil and Fort Chalt. The second message 
from Calcuita, in view of the fact that the 
first telegram stated that Fort Chalt was 
threatened, was naturally interpreted to 
mean that it was that position which had 
been captured. In these dispatches last 
nightthe news was not quite clearon the 
point referred to. 

German and Russian arms and ammunition 
are said to have been found upon some of the 
prisoners. Col. Durand, though suffering 
severely from his wound, has prepared and 
forwarded to the Commander-in-Chiefa re- 
port of the operations and the causes which 
led to them. It is understood, though the 
secret details of the affair have not yet been 
made public, that Russian tntrigues are un- 
doubtedly at the bottom of the affair. 

» It is understood that a Cabinet 
council to consider the situa- 
tion was held to-day. Additional com- 
munications between Lord Salisbury and the 
Russian Ambassador have taken place. In 
all circles the situation is regarded as certain 
to lead up to Great Eritain’s insisting upon a 
prompt settlement of the Pamir question and 
of most considerable modifications of the de. 
mands made by Russia in connection with 
the southern head- water boundary. 

A NOTE OF WARNING. 

Bearing upon this subject is recalled an im- 
portant passage inthe speech of Chancellor 
von Caprivi, recently delivered in the Reich- 
stag, which has not hitherto received the at- 
tention which it should have commanaed. 
The portion of the speech referred to called 
attention to the constant rumors of the mass- 
ing of Russian troops on the frentier, which 
have probably been sent out by speculators 
to affect the market. The Chancellor said, 
upon this point in the case, the German 
military authorities were fully aware of the 
importance of being ready for the possibil- 
ity ofa war with Russia andin view of this 
fact he made a very pointed suggestion 
which was, that those who are most inter- 
ested should devote themselves to a close 
aes J of the map of Russia. This he said 
would convince those who are anxious on 
the subject of the fact thatthe Russian gar- 
risons on the frontier about which so much 
has been said were a considerable distance 
apart, and thatthe German garrisons on the 
Austrianand German side of the frontier 
were not only located more closely together 
than those of the Russians but were much 
stronger. Thisis proof conclusive that the 
Germans had some anticipation of probable 
trouble with Russia, no matter what view

And while the famous London poet-edi- 
tor was stilldeep in his study of the threat- 
ening complication vege | in the British-In- 
dian Empire, the card of a Post-DIspatcu 
reporter was sent to his room, with a request 
foran interview upon that momentous sub- 
ject. The request at once met with compllt- 
ance and the reporter found Sir Edwin ready 
to give a free and peculiarly clear explana- 
tion of the situation, its causes, and its prob- 
able developments and results. 
‘*The crisis is unusually alarming for one 
especial reason,’’ began Sir Edwin Arnold 
gravely, **That reason is the fact that the 
slood of English officers has been spilled in 
this skirmish near Giigit. To one not fam!)- 
iar with Angio-Indian history and spirit, the 
gravity of such a fact can hardly be 
explained, There is a tradition 
in the English army in India, 
and itisheld almost as gospel throughout 


the entire Indian. Empire, that British blood 
is sacred; once spilt, there can be no wash: 
ingit out, no compromising, no explana- 
tion save the most convincing disavowal on 
he partof any foreign government impil- 
cated in the act of bloodshed, and no satis- 
factory settlement, except the most prompt 
and complete expiation forthat shedding of 
English blood. And the blood of its officers 
in India is an article for which the Anglo- 
Indian Empire charg ‘s £1,000,000 a drop. 

‘*T have read the cable news of the trouble 
with.the deepest apprehension as to its con- 
‘sequent results. The locality where the 
fighting is reported to have taken place is 
significant. Gilgit is on the frontier of Cash- 
mere to the extreme north, under the 
shadow of the Pamier Mountains, a 
range of the Hindoo-Koosh Moun- 
tains, The Pamier—meaning in Indian 
roof of the world—is a rugged and almost Im- 
passable range, {peculiarly so at Gilgit. The 
pass at that point is one of the gates of India, 
towards which the Russians have 
been approaching more and more 
rome & for a long time ;past. The 
stupidity of the Russians, «+ how- 
ever—should it be proved, as now ‘seems 
probable, that Shey instigated the present 
trouble—lHes in the fact that there 
is practically nothing to be gained 
just there save that they would be at oneof 
the several gates of India. The mountains 
there are rugged, foodless, covered with 
snows, swept by ceaseless blizzards, practi- 
cally impassable for large bodies of men, ris- 
ing 13,000 or 14,000 feet in height and especial- 
ly on the slope towards the Russian 
occupation, particularly forbidding. 
The situation at Gilgit for hostilities 
beginning in winter possesses nothing 
but disadvantages for Russia. AsI said, the 
only reason that could lead Russian officers 
to stir up trouble there would be for the op- 
portunity thus offered todraw nearer to one 
of those gates of India which they so much 
covet. This might not appear alarming in 
the case of the pass at Gilgit, but at some 
given time, shoula the Kussians have ap- 
proached, one by one, the several gates to

Should the Czar beso un- 
fortunate as to allow the counsel of his war- 
hungry officers or the pressure of European 
intrigue, to influence him to such an ex- 
tent so as to cause indorsement tothis Gilgit 
affair, the consequence will prove im- 
mediately serious and no man 
can measure what may come of de- 
velopments along this line. When I- speak 
of European citizens, Imean distinctly that 
there 1 such pressure existing which will 
force a war between England and Russia if 
ossible. France would like to see it, not 
hat France would array herself against En- 
gland, but because of the general devil of un- 
settlement of the European situation which 
such a war would bring about. 
READY FOR WAR. 

‘*With the blood of English officers already 
spilt, war will follow any action save the 
most complete reparation and expiation. 
The British Empire is perfectly prepared for 
war; itis sotremendously prepared that no 
man can estimate the vast extent of that 
preparation bothin.money and in men. A 
better time for war; !f war must come, could 
not be selected. India is tranquil, well af- 
fected toward England, perfectly satisfied 
with the rule of Her Majesty, and 
from one boundary line to the other, 
native and European breasts in 
India are filled with the Imperial 
spirit fostered by the crown in its Indian 
possessions. Should it be necessary to con- 
centrate troops on the frontier, England 
can, within a fortnight, mass thousands of 
men ofthe Indian army there. Our objec- 
tive point would be Candahar and we have 
many advantages over Russia for the mobili- 
zation of troops. Besides the railroad we 
have command of the Caspian Sea, 
which brings us within twenty days of 
Bombay, and with the railway to Candahar 
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the facilities for our quick reinforcement on 
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movement all along the line would show the 
wisdom of such action. Russia will not be 
allowed to advance her armies to these 
gates, or before any of them, for that very 
reason. 
WILL CHECK RUSSIA’S ADVANCE. 

‘‘Gilgit and the forton the threshold of 
Cashmere, where the conflict occurred, are, 


it is true, not British posses- 
sions, but Cashmere is a State under the 
protection of the British Empire. The dan- 


ger of trouble between Russia and England 
atthat pointofthe position has been great 
for some time, forthe reason that down the 
slope toward this pass, on their side, the 
Russians have been steadily advancing for 
months past. Russia has lately 
made. advances there so marked that 
England can not allow them, Kussia now 
occupying a slope of the Pamiler from which 
it will have to recede. England’s demands 
to that effect would have been made inany 
event; they will now be made in sucha tone 
that xussia must heed them and retire from 
its present occupancy of the Pamler slope. A 
refusal to do so will mean war, nothing more 
norless. But before I enterfully into this 
feature of the situation, let meexplain and 
review the actual trouble as it now seems to 
exist. 
CAUSE OF THE GILGIT FIGHT. 

‘*The present outbreak arises, lam con- 
vinced in my own mind, from the flerce, 
restless and turbulent war-spirit of those 
pecullar component parts of the Russian 
armies, the Russian Colonels commanding 
the frontier forces. They are officers whom 
ithas always been dificult for the Czar,a 
ruler who desires peace, to con- 
trol and keep in check. Their 
lives are spent on the frontier, they stagnate, 
they grow almost savage, they are always 
yearning for war, they have but one idea, to 
push on, and push on and push on towards 
India. More than oncethey have caused the 
Czar trouble by this spirit, and I know that 
nothing could be more distasteful to him than 
this outbreak, but it is the flash of that 
spirit which is now slumbering 
like a volcano all along the 
northern frontier line of India, and it may 
prove a flash with the most tremendous re- 
sults following. Those RKusstan frontier offi- 
cers have made a mistake in forcing the issue 
at Gilgit, however, as I said before. Their 
fire-eating ardor has selected the wrong 
point of attack, because a Russian army 


cannot be wintered there. It is the 
most repellent point of all that 
range of mountains along the 
northern frontier. Just around the 


corner from Afghanistan the Russian slope 
of the Pamier is sorugged, and so vastin 
that ruggedness, thatI Know not to what I 
can compare itsothat you may understand 
its full extent. Your own Rocky Mountain 
range fails utterly as a standard of compar'i- 
son. There isno road to India for Russia 
there. And, although that particular region 
is not occupied by us, it is denied to 
Russia tor the reason that it is under 
british protection.

THE BRITISH TROOPS ENGAGED. 

**Now, as to the English jofficers and troops 
who were engaged in the fighting near Gilgit, 
I say proudly that, as is inevitably the case, 
they have behaved nobly and justified that 
English conviction’ that ‘the Queen 
never wants for men suited to the 
emergency of the moment.’

*‘*Whether or not war does follow this com- 
plication, there will be one sure result aris- 
ing fromit. The Russian advance on the 
frontiers of India will be checked; the Russian 
forces will have to retire far within their 
present line of occupation along those 
frontiers. It is naturalthat Russia should be 
forever knocking at the gates of India. She 
has no outlet tothe South, and itis natural 
for any nation to seek the sea and the 
sunlight. But Russia cannot seek sea and 
sunlight through Indla. Herentrance and 
possible supremacy there would be the ac- 
complishment of one of the two great 
changes that now threaten the civilization of 
the world: It would be the incursionof the 
Slavs, tht® second menace to civilization be- 
ing the incursion of the Mongols. 

‘Inthe event of war, England’s first and 
great determination would be not to lose 
an action at the outset. Despite 
all the advantages of existing circumstances 
the fact remains that sucha war would be 
carried on amongsta people not English, 
and the prestige of Englandin India would 
demand victory for its maintenance. The 
natives logk upon the English race as almost 
arace of God, and while defeat would not 
wreck the Imperial influence in Indla, it 
would seriously weaken it. Ihave no fear, 
however, of the result of the opening of 
such a war, both on account of our 
superior advantages for moving and concen- 
trating troops, and because of the superb 
ee composing the British army in 
ndia. 


THE MEANING OF RUSSIAN DEFEAT. 


‘*] doubt, however, that the Czar will allow 
matters to reach such a crisis. The inevit- 
able result of Russian defeat in a war with 
the frontiers of India as the battle-fleld, 
would be a stupendous catastrophe to 
that nation. It would mean that 
England would roll back, once and forever, 
the Russian approach on India, raze Central 
Asia to the ground from one end to the oth- 
er, restore tothe Khanates their independ- 
ence, thrust Russia back beyond the Caspian, 
free Persia from the Russian influence,rescue 
Khorassan, inevitably cause a revolution in 
Russia, and end inthe overthrow of Russia’s 
powerin Europe. 

‘*You can easily imagine my interest in the 
sudden rising of this trouble itn India. I ex- 
pect the published news from India tobe of 
the deepest significance for some time to 
come. lalsoexpecttoreceive private per- 
sonal intelligence of the trouble. You know 
that if war should be declared between En- 
giand and Russia, my paper would want me 
at once to goto the scene of that war in its 
interests. Should war be declared, on the 
very day ofits declaration I should leave for 
England, There I would equip a 
Staff of ten men and immediately 
leave for India, to remain until the war 
ended. You may imagine the interest I feel 
insucha possibility, and the confidence I 
have that the results of such a war would be 
stupendous in their influence on history 
when I say that no considerations would pre- 
vent my hastening at once to the scene of 
operations, so as to bea witness of the gigan- 
tic struggle. Were my daughter dying 
when the summons came, I should not 
allow that fact to delay me. The opening of | 
war between England and Russia would mark 
a supreme crisis in the history of the world.

QUEBEC'S CLAIMS. 
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The French Population Hold the Balance 
of Power in Canada.

DESPERATE ATTEMPTS BY TORIES TO 
DESTROY MERCIER’S INFLUENCE. 


Quebec Is not a Safe Province—Cabinet In- 
trigues—The Reciprocity Negotiations 
at Washington— Sources of Official 
Wealth—State of the Lumber Business 
A Minister’s Strange Prayer. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 12.—It is very significant 
thatthe Canadian Premter, Mr. Abbott, has 
not yet succeeded in accomplishing the task 
of cabinet reconstruction towhich he ad- 
dressed himself three months ago. There 
can be no doubt astothe obstacle which les 
inhis way. It is the Province of Quebec, 
which may be called the French half of 
Canada. At the last general election Quebec, 
for the first time since the establishment of 
the ‘‘Dominion’’—thatisto say, since Fed- 
eration was effected—returned a majority of 
Liberals to the Federal Parliament at Ottawa. 
This result was achieved mainly through the 
efforts of Mr. Mercier, Premier of 
the province. It had formerly 
been a **safe’’ Tory Province. 
The change in its political complexion opened 
the eyesof the Conservative leaders at Ot- 
tawa to the fact that the electors of the Que- 
bec Province hola the balance of power as 
between the two parties in the whole Domin- 
ion. It was therefore resolved to take meas- 
ures to bring back the majority of its electors 
to their old allegiance by giving their leading 
representatives the highest positionsin the 
Cabinet, taking into due consideration, of 
course, the claims of other Provinces, and 
thg question of expediency. This determin- 
ation on the part of the Tory leaders at 
Ottawa was soon made known to the rank 
and file of the ‘*faithful’’ in Que- 
bec, and great expectations were 
consequently indulged in. Mr. Chapleau 
thought that this was his great oppor- 
tunity. For yearshe has been nursing the 
ambition to be Premier of Canada, and he 
felt sure that his hour hadcome. Mr. Abbott 
had been appointed Premier, provisionally. 
It was understood that he would retire as 
6000 as he had succeeded in bringing an ac- 
ceptable Cabinet together. Gradually it_be- 
came apparent that Mr. Abbott intende@ to 
stay—as iongashecan, Then Mr. Chapleau 
kicked. He 1s kicking still. The investiga- 
tion into the department over which he has 
had control for so longa period revealed rank 
corruption, which shocked even a portion of 
the Conservative press. The Ontario Tories 
said that Mr. Chapleau must not be pro- 
moted; otherwise they would desert the 
party. Mr. Abbott is thus ia avery serious 
quandary. 

The preliminary inquiry into the charges of 
criminal libel preferred by Premier Mercier 
against Contractor Whelan and Newspaper 
Publisher White, both of Montreal, has occu- 
pied Judge Murray of Quebec City all the 
week. If Is still goingo0n, anid, Judging from 
the tenor of the evidence given, it seems 
likely that the accused will be committed for 
trial. The proprietor, publisher and editor 
of La Minerve of Montreal have also been ar- 
rested on a similar charge. So, too, has 
Mr. Tardivel, editor of La Verite of Quebec, 
the last named on a charge of ‘‘seditious’’ 
libel. Mr. Mercier states that he is deter- 
mined to put an end to the conspiracy of 
malice, falsehood and hate which is directed 
against him from Ottawa and is kept up by 
the subsidized ministerial press. 

MERCIER’S CASE. 

The report of the Royal Commission which 
inquired into the charges of boodle against 
Premier Mercier and some of his colleagues 
in the provincial cabinet, has not yet been 
presented. Itis now whispered amongst the 
conservative politicians of the inner circle 
that the three judges composing the com- 
mission have agreed to exonerate Mr. Mercier 
and his colleagues from the charges made 
against them. If this be so, Sov. Angers 
will doubtless resign as soon as he receives 
the report, for if the document exculpates 
the provincial government, the first act of 
the Legislature at its forthcoming session 
wiil be todemand his dismissal on account 
cé is high-handed and autocratic con- 
duct in appointing the judges and in 
treating the Government as if they had been 
found guilty before even the Judges had heid 
their first meeting as commissioners, If he 
resigns he wi)! be taken into the Federal Cab 
inet at Ottawa, as a reward for harassing 
and worrying the Liberal Premier of Quebec. 

The Goverament organs credit Premier 
Abbott with the statement that he has not 
received any invitation from Mr. Blaine to 
send a representative to Washington to take 
part in a reciprocity conference to be held 
there some time this month, but that corre- 
spondence is being carried on between his 
Government and Sir Julian Pauncefote with 
a view to bringing about sucha conference. 
This is equivalent to saying that the 
British Minister at Washington is begging 
Mr. Blaine to Invite the Canadian Ministers 
to another reciprocity conference. Probably 
Mr. Biaine hesitates to make any reply to 
Sir Julian’s request lest his words should 
again be distorted by the Canadian ministers 
into another Initiation ofreciprochty negotia- 
tions.’’

The young Republican 
editors who tried so hard last spring to or- 
ganize a ‘‘young crowd’’ which was to dic- 
tate Republican policy and nominations have 
called a meeting for the holidays, and will 
hold a banquet. It will be an anti-Smith 
affair, fina a desperate effort will be made to 
concentrate the forces en some man 
either in the eastern or northwestern part of 
the State. Congressman E. N. Morrill of 
Hiawatha has positively announced that un- 
derno circumstances will he become a can- 
didate for Governor, and it will be necessary 
to look elsewhere for an available man. 
Gov. Anthony wants a place on the Interstate 
Commerce Commision, and Marsh M. Mur. 
dock, editor of the Wichita Fagle, hus taken 
too prominent a part in the resubmission 
fighttc make a strong candidate before the 
convention. James A. Troutman, President 
of the State temperance societies, has but 
little strength outside of the W. C. T. U., 
and it looks as if the nomination 
was going to Smith by default. 

The People’s party are highly elated at the 
prospect,for they think Smith will be an easy 
mark. His election as President of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Congress at Sedalia will not 
add to his strsngth among the agricultural 
classes. The farmers who attend these con- 
ventions from Kansas are not in touch with 
the men who in reality till the soil and com- 
plain of hardtimes. When the Farmers’ Al- 
liance movement first began to show signs of 
strength, Smith joined it and subsequently 
became a deserter.

WYOMING HERDS AT THE MERCY OF 
CATTLE THIEVES. 


Story of the Incidents Which Led to the 
Double Killing—Conviction of Cattle 
Thieves Hus Been Impossible, but the 
Rustlers Will Be Run Out Now—Life in 
the Grazing Land. 


CHEYENNR, Wyo., Dec. 12.—Advices from 
Buffalo, this State, are tothe effect that the 
excitement aroused by the assassination of 
John Tisdale and ‘‘Kanger’’ Jones ts still 
running high, though all danger ofthe vene 
detta which was feared has passed. The town 
of Buffalo is the county seat of Johnsow 
County and has a population of 1,20 people. 
It is seventy-five miles from the railroad, bat 
is connected with the outside world by a line 
oftelegraph which was established by the 
government years ago asa means of holding 
communication with Fort McKinney, a milt- 
tary post two miles from the town. The 
wires are now down, having been bDiown 
down by the storm of the past week, and no 
telegrams have reached here from that 
point since yesterday. Parties are almost 
dally arriving, however, and from them 
the status of the situation ts gleaned. Inan- 
ticipation of trouble an extra force of depaty 
sheriffs has been sworn in, and such other 
precautions taken as would at least in @ 
measure insure the safety of the Iife and 
je ge of the townspeople in the event of @ 

gh ‘tween the friendsof the murdered 
men d whet are termed their enemies. 

Ex-Sheriff Frank Canton was arrested earl 
in thejweek onthe charge of having Killed 
Tisdaiq@. Heeasily proved an alibi, it being 
discloged that he was in townall day upon 
the daf when Tisdale was shot on the road- 
side. Besides, Canton has beenan invalid 
for some time, and unable to ride horseback, 
Friendgof ‘Tisdaie and Jones are greatly in- 
cense® toward Fred &, llesse, against whom 
they bring the same accusation as against 
Canton. Itis said that tlesse lives in con- 
stant dread of assassination. 

The trouble dates back tothe beginning of 
the cattle business. As early as i886 there 
were complaints of cattle-stealing. It ig 
Claimed that in the outfit of cowboys em- 
ployed by very many large cattle companies 
were several menwho were noted ‘‘*rust- 
lers,’’ thatisto say, men who had the knaé 
of picking upand branding stray cattlea 
mavericks. Of course the owners of the cat- 
tle company which employed them profited 
by these transactions, In other words the 
owners of the herds looked very complacent 
on this method of augmenting the number o 
their cattle, and in some instancesit was 
tacitly understood that the ‘‘rustlers’’ 
should have extra salaries. 

RUSTLERS IN POWER. 

The ‘‘rustiers,’’ be it understood, found 
favor with only afew large cattle owners; 
the bulk of the big stock-growtng concerns 
made waron them from the start. It was 
not long untilthe ‘‘rustiers’’ left the cattle 
companies, which employed them, elther hy 
invitation or of thelr own accord, and get up 
business for themselves. Starting with @ 
herd of possitly forty or filty cattle, 
they quickly ‘‘picked up’ avery réspecta- 
bie number, and each year saw the herd in- 
crease witha rapidity which suggested any 
other method than that of the natural out- 

rowth, Then trouble began in earnest. The 

yig cattlemen who noticed the loss of their 
stock and understood the cause took steps te 
break up the ‘‘rustling’’ business, but with- 
outavall. The business crew and prospered, 
in spite of stock protective associations 
and detectives. Then, in addition to the 
*‘rustiers,’’ came ona gang of petty thieves 
who stole steers from the range, changed the 
brands upon them, and sometimes an

$ these conditions which confront the cattle 
men who are doing a iegitimate business ia 
nearly every portion of the West to-day. 

Johnson County has long been regarded ag 
the head center of the ‘‘rustiing’’ business, 
‘*Rustiers’’ have their enjoyed immunity 
from the law, and have carried on thelr ne- 
farious work almost unchecked. The Powder 
Kiver Cattle Co. andthe Bay State Cattle Co, 
have suffered heavily from their depreda- 
tions. The former ts an English concern.,. 
at one time claimed to have @,00 head 
cattle. FredG. &, Hesse was foreman of the 
company. Sometime ago the bulk of the 
herd was sold to a Frenchman residiag im 
Montana and removed to that State. A 
number was left in Johnson County, and on 
this rempant the ‘‘rustiers’’ have const 
preyed.

Sig. Pietro Mascagni, the author of the cel- 
‘*Cavalleria Rusticana’’ 
(Rustic Chivalry), was born in .Leghorn, 
Italy, 1865. 

‘*Cavalleria Rusticana’’ is his second work, 
and was written in eight weeks in answer to 
a prize offered by a local paper forthe best 
one-act opera. 

Itisone of the most remarkable one-act 
operas ever written. It has been sung in 
every Opera-house in Italy and throughout 
Europe, meeting everywhere with an 
enthusiastic reception. ‘‘Cavalleria Rustl- 
cana’’ betrays the hand of a master. 
It proves its author to be thoroughly 
familiar with the scores of Wagner, Goun 
and Verdi, and an adept at orchestration. 
Richin voluptuous harmony and overflowing 
with pure Italian melody it charms the mind 
and ear. 

Nothing could be simpler and more tragical 
than the plot.

A beautiful Easter morning breaks upon the 
scene; nature clad in its glad vesture, fills 
every heart with joy andinspiration. The 
organ pours out its sweet,irresistible strains, 
inviting the peasants who now appear, to 
mass in the rustic chapel. 

Sorely dejected, Santuzza appears before 
Lucia, the mother of Turiddu, and to her be- 
walls her unhappy condition. But Lucia de- 
plores thetelling of such evil tidings upon 
that holy morning.

Alfio, 
the husband of Lola enters and Santuzza re- 
covering tells him the story of her shame and 
Lola’s guilt, whereupon, he vows vengeance 
on the guiity pair. Here the scene remains 
open and the beautiful intermezzo sinfonico 
is heard like an intervention from heaven. 
The mass over,the pearants leave the church. 
Turiddu invites all to partake of wine; Alfio 
appearing refuses the invitation, Turiddu em- 
braces himand bites his right ear, a chal- 
lenge to mortal com)at.Invokinghis moth- 
er’s blessing and bidding her a sad farewell 
Turiddu commends his beloved to her tender 
care, should he fall and follows after fo the 
garden. Suddenly witnesses to the combat 
rush upon the stage and announce the death 
of Turiddu. 

The intermezzo which tis here presented 
has been adapted for the piano by Mr. 
Charles Kunkel. 

Hints asto the proper understanding and 
rendition of the piece.

Be careful to 
play every one of the chords for the left hand 
arpeggio, as marked,i.e., do not play the 
notes of the chords together, but one after 
another, from the lowest note upwards. 

F. The repetition of these four measures to 
each version is compulsory; it has nothing in 
common with the repetition of the entire 
part. 

G. Repeat from letter A. 

H. From here skip to 2d line below.

Goldmark, the Author of the ‘‘Queen of 
Sheba’’—The “‘Requiem in B-Flat’’ by 
Felix Droesche—Abert’s “Astorga’’ 
and Wuellner’s ‘‘Stabat Mater.”’

When death claimed Wagner, a gigantic 
power was removed from the music world of 
the present and future; the passing away of 
Liszt has caused a gap that cannot be filled; 
the loss of Jensen is nigh irreparable, for his 
was & lyric of exquisite, sweet-tuned quality ; 
who does not regret the death of Joseph Hu- 
ber, who opened new ways to the musical 
drama, or of Peter Cornelius, the talented 
poet-composer. 

But while we mourn the dead, we glory in 
the works ofthe living. who are delighting 
the present generation with the fruits of 
their magnificent talents. 

To gird his brow with the laurel of the suc- 
cessful operatic composer was, and is still, 
the earnest effort of our best musical masters, 
and among them Karl Goldmark has un- 
doubtedly reaped the fullest and most gener- 
ous harvest. His ‘‘Queen of Sheba’’ made a

Among his 
vocal compositions the ‘*Fruehlingsnetz’’ 
(net of spring), for male chorus, is a partic: 
ularly favorite number. 

Goldmark isa Hungarian by birth, having 
been born in Kessthely on May 18, 1832. He 
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Kart Goldmark. 
received his musical education in Germany, 
but leans more to a sort of musical cos- 
mopoliticism, which harmonizes very. well 
with his nature. 

A composer that stands in direct contrast 
with Goldmark, who seeks brilliant effeets, 
and bribes hig audiences rather than con- 
vinces them, is Felix Draeseke, whose 
artistic nature is more inward-turned. He 
wasin his youth one of the most faithful 
disciples of the Weimar School, but later on 
he underwenta clarifying process of which 
his ‘‘Requiem in B Flat’’ is one of the first 
and most important fruits. A solemn, high- 


strung purpose and a penetrating 
tendency of mind are plainly 
discernible in all his later works.

Father Wuellner is the center around which 
the musical life of Cologne revolves. He is 
the composer ‘‘ par excellence’’ of high grade 
church music. His ‘‘Stabat mater’’ is a fam- 
ous work, and several of his masses. are very 
popular. Hehasdevotefia great deal of at- 
tention to the fostering of chorus singing, 
and a ‘*‘Musical Reader,’’ published by him 
on that subject, isone of the most valuable 
works which musical literature possesses. 
Wuellner was born at Muenster in West- 
phalia in the year 1832, thus making the third 
staron the musicai horizon, that saw the 
light of day during that favored year. 

A lyric composer of noble bent and surpris- 
ing versatility is Alexander Winterberger, 
who in 1872 went to Leipzig, which he has 
since made his home. His ballads, written 
for one voice, are full of charming freshness, 
while his geligious compositions are marvels 
of depth of feeling. 

Winterberger was one of the first and best 
of Liszt’s scholars, and has been regarded 
formany years as an artist not only on the 
piano, but also on the organ. ° 

Edward Lassen of Weimar devotes himsel 
almost exclusively and with fine success to 
the high-grade parlor ballad. His ‘‘ich 
Hatte Einst Ein hoenes Vaterland’’ isa 

reat favorite with singers of all nationali- 
ies. Subtle elegance and easy vocalization 
characterize hislyre. The music which he 
wrote to Goethe’s ‘‘Faust’’ has been ac- 
cepted by many European stage-boards and 
has driven into the shade eurlier composi- 
tions that were formerly used almost ex- 
clusively. 

Anton Bruckner isthe successor of Sechter 
as Imperial organist of the Vienna Cathedral. 
His **‘Te Deum,’’ which was sung at the Pon-

A QUEER INTERVIEW WITH GABRIEL 
MAX WHO REGRETS ACQUAINTANCES. 


His Studio and “Menagerie’’ Full of 
Monkeys and Parrote—An Artist Who 
Lives Apart From All His Fellows~— 
Points in Which He Excels. 


Epecial Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

VIENNA, Dec. 2.—It was about4 o’clock 
in the afternoon when I stood before the door 
ofthe famous palnter, Gabriel Max. whose 
Madonnas and ‘‘Christ’s head’’ (which seems 
|to close and openthe eyes alternately if one 
observes it closely) can be found in every art 
store, and knocked for admittance. 

The painter is, as generally reported, an 
eccentric. He lives in entire solitude without 
any Intercourse with other artists. It is not 
easy for strangers to see him as he ts gener- 
ally notat home to callers, After many dl- 
plomatic negotiations with Mrs. Max, whose 
face so often appears on his carivases, I re- 
ceived permission to call upon him. Mrs.Max 
had told him that a young stranger would 
like to make his acquaintance. The request 
he answered with a ‘ ‘Let him visit the devil, 
but not me!’’ But after awhile he agreed, 
and appointed a certain afternvon whenlt 
should havethe honor tosee him. The ap- 
pointed day came. 

Irang the bell with palpitating heart;a 
handsome girl with smiling countenance 
opened the door, but seeing a stranger, she 
bluntly said: ‘‘Nobody at home,’’ and tried 
to slam the door into my face. 

‘*Allow me tomake one remark,’’I ex- 
claimed; ‘‘I have an appointment with Prof, 
Max.’’ 

Having exnmined me fromtoptotoe very 
attentively, and seemingly being satisfied 
with my appearance, she gavein that the 
professor might be athome afterall, asthe 
house had two entrances, and one of the pro- 
fessor’s favorite habits was to come through 
the back door. Offshe went, andI thought 
that very probably the professor had come 
through the back door. 

When the girl reappeared she motioned me 
to entera kind of reception room, which 
looked rather cold and bare for the home of 
an artist. 

The door suddenly opened, as of itself, and 
Gabriel Max entered, starea at me fora long 
time without saying a word. I did the same 
with him. His appearance presented but 
little of interest; he is a short, stout man 
with a face that reminds one more of a beer 
brewer, than the greatest of living painters. 

The situation became painful; then witha 
sudden start, he asked: ‘‘What do you 
want?’’ 

This question was put.in such a strange 
manner that for several moments I was 
thoroughly gh cee Then I made a num- 
ber of whatI thought very mod pqs try- 
ing to flatter him, but they failed to make the 
least impression on bim. 

Mutual taciturnity again, longer and more 
painful than the first. It seemed to me that 
there would be no cbance fora conversation 
with him. Howevef, after along silence he 
asked, ‘‘Would you like to see some of my 
work?’’ 

‘*Yes, with great pleasure,’’ I answered. 

**Then come,’’ he said, and we leftthe un- 
friendly room, and passing through another, 
containing a menagerie of monkeys and par- 
rots making a terrible noise, then through 
the court yard, where several large dogs 
were playing about, we entered the rear part 
of the house, containing his studio, two large 
halls and three or tour smaller rooms. 

He showed me sone of his unfinished pict- 
ures, and made rather dry remarks. For in- 
stance, ‘‘Of course you know it,’’ ‘*You 
have seen it before,’’ etc., etc. Among oth- 
ers, a rtrait of his family entitled ‘‘The 
Fair of Life,’’ and ‘‘Motherly Love,’’ a fe- 
male monkey nursing her little one, attracted 
my specialattention. They clearly show the 
weird, satirical veln that pervades all hig 
pictures. 

Gabriel Max was born In Prague of well-to- 
do parents. Atan early age he became a pu- 
pil of Piloty, and through the pecullar direc- 
tion of his taste he attained success withina 
few years. The remarkable picture, ‘‘The 
Christian Martyress,’’ a young Roman kneel- 
ingat the foot of the cross on which hig 
former love is crucified, was the first step to 
his fame. 

His technique as a painter is remarkable, 
With the smallest means and with little ef- 
fort he achieves surprising results. In cor- 
rectness of drawing and simplicity of compo- 
sitions he has but few superiors. 

His ‘‘Catherina Emmerick,’’ with the blood 
marked on her forehead and in the palms of 
her hands, his ‘‘Judas Iscariot.’’ hanging 
between two branches ofa tree, the ravens 
picking at him, and his ‘It is Finished,’’ 
where a large number of hands express 
lamentations at the lower edge of the paint- 
ing, representing the crucified, makea most 

cullar impresston upon the thinking mind 
fn this century in which the majority of civi- 
lized mankind try to banish afl belief in the 
supernatural, or show only a careless indif- 
ference concerning it, All his pictures are 
affiicted with the same mysticism, the 
bitter, somewhat morbid, melancholy. 

The studio was in great disorder and he 
excused himself in telling that the following 
week he was going to his country seat in Am- 
meriand, on the beautiful Lake of Strass- 
berg. He usually stayed at his summer resi- 
dence until the cold weather drove him back 
to the yl and as navigation generally had 
stopped by that time he had rowed over the 
stormy lake in a fisherman’s boat. 

In his nonchalant manner the inter 
showed me his Mbrary, rich in mystic liter- 
ature, his organs of different sizes, his collec- 
tion of chur ws and his laboratory where 
he grinds and prepares the most difficult 
colors himself. 

1 begari to talk ina lively manner upon dif- 
ferent subjects, especially art. Suddenly we 
found ourselves in the midst of an animated 
conversation. He was no longer the bashful 
man, but a pleasant and, of course, interest- 
ing entertainer, 

When we came to speak of Makart’s wealth 
of coloring he sald: ‘‘Makart is a 
genius, a great, sublime artist, rich in 
imagination and decorative taste as none be- 
fore him, but careless, dreadfully careless, 
especiaily in his handlingof colors. The idea 
of painting with aniline colors on a gold leaf 
background. His paintings will all be gray 
before fifty years have passed!’’ . 

Chatting about American art, he ad 
American art patrons to institute compiete 
collections of plaster casts like the Berlin 
museum, and to found galleries for the po a 
ies of old masters.
